DOMINICK 

DECANTIS 

Dominick P. DeCantis, 78, 
a longtime trainer at Charles 
Town, died March 19. 

A native of Scranton, Pa., 
Mr. DeCantis was a graduate 
of West Scranton High School 
and attended East Stroudsburg 
State Teachers College. 

He was a sergeant in the 
U.S. Army Air Forces during 
World War II. 

From 1960 to 1979 Mr. 
DeCantis worked in the auto¬ 
mobile business in Washington, 
DC., as well as in Arlington 
and Manassas, Va. As one of 
the first licensed mortgage bro¬ 
kers in Virginia, he founded 
First Equitable Mortgage and 
Investment Co. Inc. in 1980, 
which he operated in Manassas 
and Fredericksburg. 

In 1981, Mr. DeCantis took 
out his trainer’s hcense, and 
owned and trained many horses 
over the past 24 years. 

WALTER MEDIO 

Longtime drainer Walter Medio 
died on Apnl 8 at the age of 77. 

Dubbed the ^d<ing of A.C.,” 
Mr. Medio had stabled at Atlan¬ 
tic City Race Course every year 
since 1970, finishing among the 
top three trainers from 1987 to 
’97 and winning the trainers’ 
title in 1991. He first became 
involved in racing as an owner 
in 1969 and took out his train¬ 
er’s license a few years later. He 
soon became known for his 
unorthodox feeding regimen, 
which included ‘‘pasta fagioli,” 
a mixture of cooked oats, car¬ 
rots, garlic, bran, molasses and 
flaxseed. 

Mr. Medio’s greatest asset, 
however, was his ability to win 
with horses with bowed ten¬ 
dons or other serious inju¬ 
ries—horses who other trainers 
had given up on. One such 
horse was At the Altar, who 
had not finished in the money 
for two years when he came to 
Medio Stable. At the Altar 
placed second, beaten only a 


DOUGLAS R. SMALL, FORMER MHBA 
PRESIDENT, DIES AT 86 



D ouglas R. Small, who served 
as president of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association 
from 1980 to 1982 and was a long- 
prominent owner, breeder and train¬ 
er, died April 3 at age 86. 

Mr. Small grew up in Bryn Mawr, 

Pa., and graduated from St. George’s 
School in Newport, R.I. He left 
the University of Pennsylvania in 
his junior year when the National 
Guard was activated just prior to U.S. 
involvement in World War II. 

Mr. Small’s unit—the Philadelphia 
First City Troop—^became part of 
the 104th Cavalry, as he recalled in 
a 1972 interview with The Maryland 
Horse. “It was an honest to God 
horse outfit,” Mr. Small said. “You 
know, where you ride out and deter¬ 
mine what the enemy is doing.” The 
unit was disbanded soon after Pearl 
Harbor Day (December 7, 1941), 
and Mr. Small was reassigned to 
mihtary intelligence. He served in 
the European Theater and was in 
London during the Battle of Britain. 

Leaving the military with the rank 
of major, Mr. Small and his wife, the late 
Jane Watters Small (sister of Hall of Fame 
trainer Sidney Watters), settled in Maryland at 
Strathmore Stud in Monkton, where they both 
would live out their lives. Mrs. Small died in 
1977. The farm has for many years served as 
the site of the Elkridge-Harford hunter trials. 

Mr. Small started out with steeplechasers 
and rode in numerous timber races, including 
the 1951 Maryland Hunt Cup, before “drift¬ 
ing” into flat racing. His first good runner was 
stakes winner Aeschylus, whom he owned, 
trained and bred from a mare whom he bought 
for |300 at Timonium. 

He went on to train many other stakes win¬ 
ners, achieving his most noteworthy success 
with his longtime chent Nathan Cohen, a then- 
executive at Pimlico and son of Pimlico owner 
Herman Cohen. 


Mr. Small trained Mr. Cohen’s homebred 
Mister DU to win or place in 24 stakes in the 
late 1960s and early ’70s. Mister DU took five 
Maryland-bred divisional titles and continues 
to be honored by a stakes race in his name. 

Mr. Small also raised Caesar’s Wish, a Grade 1 
winner and Maryland-bred champion trained 
by his son Richard W. (Dickie) Small, and bred 
and sold Grade 1 winner Singing Susan. 

Mr. Small retired from training in 1977. 

His second marriage, to former jockey Jen¬ 
nifer Rowland, ended in divorce. 

In addition to his son Richard, who himself 
has had a long and distinguished career as a 
trainer, Mr. Small has two other children who 
have made their mark in racing: champion 
steeplechase rider Douglas Small Jr. and Sarah 
Merryman, who with her husband, Edwin, 
breeds and trains horses at their Anchor and 
Hope Farm in Port Deposit, Md.

OWNERS FALL VICTIM IN 
HELICOPTER CRASH 



D ennis G. Madonna, 48, 
and J. Bradley Jones, 67, 
proprietors of one of 
Pennsylvania's leading breed¬ 
ing establishments. Regal Heir 
Farms in Grantville, were 
killed in a helicopter crash 
while touring part of their 
farm property on April 20.

REACH MILESTONE AGREEMENT 


M aryland’s Thoroughbred 
and Standardbred indus¬ 
try groups have reached 
a 15-year agreement destined 
to have a significant impact on 
the future of racing in the state. 

Rosecroft Raceway, a har¬ 
ness track located within 35 
miles of Laurel Park, had been 
seeking unfettered access to 
simulcasts of out-of-state Thor¬ 
oughbred races. 

The agreement, signed by 
the corporate owners of Laurel 
Park and Pimlico, as well as the 
Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association and Maryland 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association and representatives 


of the corresponding Standard- 
bred industry groups, includes 
the following: 

• Cross-breed Thoroughbred 
and Standardbred simulcast¬ 
ing wagering (on Maryland 
and out-of-state races) is 
authorized during the day 
and evening at Laurel, 
Pimlico and Rosecroft. 

• Rosecroft’s owner will pay 
$5.9 miUion a year for the 
right to broadcast Thor¬ 
oughbred signals at its track. 

• Any additional state-direct¬ 
ed revenue to purses and 
breeders’ funds, including 
proceeds from slots or state 


subsidies, will be divided on 
an 80/20 percentage basis 
between the Thoroughbred 
and Standardbred industries. 

Parties agree to support 
elimination of the state law 
that bars Thoroughbred 
tracks from conducting busi¬ 
ness after 6:15 p.m. without 
consent of Standardbred 
interests. 

Individual parties may devel¬ 
op, build, operate—and 
retain the revenue generated 
by—additional off-track 
wagering facihties (outside 
the 35-mile radius surround¬ 
ing existing race tracks).

NEW DEADLINE FOR 2-YEAR-OLDS 


M aryland Milhon Ltd. 
has announced that 
the nomination dead- 
hne for 2-year-olds has been 
permanently extended to 
June 30.

BREEDERS’ CUP 
ALLOWING LATE 
NOMINATIONS 
FOR HORSES OF 
RACING AGE 

T he board of direc¬ 
tors of Breeders’ Cup 
Ltd. has approved rule 
changes that now allow 
horses to be nominated to 
the Breeders’ Cup program 
for a late fee at any time 
during their racing career. 

The one-time late fee 
of $150,000 is for a horse 
whose sire was nominated 
to the Breeders’ Cup, Euro¬ 
pean Breeders’ Fund (EBF) 
or Common Fund in the 
year of conception. The late 
fee is $250,000 for a horse 
whose sire is not nominated 
to the Breeders’ Cup, EBF 
or Common Fund. 

Owners who elect to 
not nominate a horse wiU 
still have the option of 
supplementing the horse 
to the Breeders’ Cup World 
Championships for either a 
9 percent or 20 percent fee, 
depending on whether the 
sire is nominated. 

The Breeders’ Cup foal 
nomination program will 
remain intact with fees of 
$500 by October 15 of the 
year of birth or $1,500 by 
December 15. 

The rule changes are 
effective immediately for the 
Breeders’ Cup stakes pro¬ 
gram and for the Breeders’ 
Cup World Championships 
on November 4 at Churchill 
Downs. 

The rule changes were 
devised by Robert Manfuso, 
chairman of the Breeders’ 
Cup Racing and Nomina¬ 
tions Committee, and Pam 
Blatz-Murff, senior vice- 
president of Breeders’ Cup 
operations.

N ew Jersey has joined 
the National Racing 
Compact (NRC), allow¬ 
ing its horsemen to fill out a 
single license apphcation that is 
vaHd in 10 other states and 13 
additional racing jurisdictions.

MR. CORNERSTONE 



T O hear Sue Christiansen 
tell it, visitors to Derby 
Hill Farm in Mt. Airy, 
Md., marvel at the continued 
existence of the operation’s 32- 
year-old ex-stallion, Mr, Corner¬ 
stone. ‘‘Everybody looks at him 
and goes, ‘You still have 
related Christiansen, Derby 
Hill’s longtime manager, “And 
Igo,Teif”; 

A reahst, Christiansen 
whips out her camera annually 
to photograph the aged bay. 
“I take pictures of him every 
year,” she admitted, “because I 
always figure that it’s going to 
be the last one [he’s around].” 

Bred by Marylander James 
F. Lewis III and New Eng¬ 
landers Lynn Whiting and 
Walter Shute, Mr. Cornerstone 
(Starting Now—^Virgo’s Star, 
by Alhambra) was foaled at 
Lewis’s Penny acres Farm in 
Hydes, Md. Rhode Island- 
based Joseph PaHn purchased 
him privately for $45,000 while 
he was in training but before he 
raced, then mrned him over to 
trainer Ned Allard. Campaigning 
under both the Cornerstone 
Stable and PaUard Stable ban¬ 
ners for Pahn, Mr. Cornerstone 
successfully pounded allow¬ 
ance and minor stakes compe¬ 
tition from New Hampshire to 
Maryland for five seasons, 1976 
through 1980, winning nine of 
38 starts—^with eight seconds 
and seven thirds—while earn¬ 
ing $126,190. 

“He was just a neat horse, 
one of my early stakes win¬ 
ners,” remembered Allard. “He 
laid very close to the pace, and 
then he finished real strong.” 

Racing exclusively on the 
dirt and primarily in sprints, Mr. 
Cornerstone employed those 
tactics to net victories in Bowie 
Race Course’s Lansdale G. 
S as seer Stakes and Rockingham 
Park’s Rockinghorse Juvenile 
Stakes (both six furlongs) as a 
2-year-old in 1976, plus score 
in Bowie’s seven-furlong E. 
Palmer Heagerty Stakes the fol¬ 


lowing year. His three stakes- 
placings included a third in 
Keystone’s mile and a sixteenth 
Hobson Handicap at the age 
of 5. 

Accumulated racing-related 
infirmities, however, prompted 
Mr. Cornerstone’s retirement 
after he finished unplaced in 
one start at 6. “He finally devel¬ 
oped some ankles that started 
bothering him,” noted Allard, 
“although he never raced for 
a tag [in claimers]. The owner 
really thought that he’d make a 
stallion prospect.” 

Pahn bred Mr. Cornerstone 
to some mares, but when his 
stallion career failed to ignite, 
Pahn transferred ownership in 
the horse to Derby HiU, where 
he wound up in the care of 
Christiansen, who used him as 
an occasional stud and regular 
teaser. 

“Because of his [gentle] dis¬ 
position and because he’s a big 
horse,” Christiansen explained, 
Mr. Cornerstone was bred to 
Thoroughbred mares to pro¬ 
duce sturdy types who have 
enjoyed careers in a variety 
of endeavors, including show 
jumpers, three-day eventers, 
hunter jumpers, polo ponies 
and polo cross ponies (picture 
lacrosse on horseback), as well 


as runners who’ve had “medio¬ 
cre success as race horses.” 

He sailed along content¬ 
edly in this dual occupation 
until Thanksgiving Day 1991, 
when he coheked. Christiansen 
rushed him to veterinarian Dr. 
Gary Spurlock, who discov¬ 
ered numerous tumorous fatty 
deposits called hpomas inside 
the stallion. “He opened him 
up and took out about a half- 
dozen of these lipomas and 
eight feet of small intestine,” 
Christiansen recalled. Although 
Spurlock couldn’t be certain 
that he had removed all of the 
offending tissue, Christiansen 
recalled the vet telling her, 
“ ‘Well, I’ve fished around long 
enough—^I have to close him 
up.’ Needless to say, he sur¬ 
vived aU that, and I never bred 
him to another mare.” 

While Mr. Cornerstone 
has continued to function as 
a teaser, Christiansen said that 
these days “I only tease him to 
a couple of mares. He’s not a 
hard-working horse anymore, 
because he’s 32 and he doesn’t 
deserve to [work hard].” 

Mr. Cornerstone claims 
seniority among a handful of 
retirees under Christiansen’s 
care at 66-acre Derby HiU, a 
boarding/mare care/layup facU- 


ity owned by veteran Maryland 
horsewoman Leshe Glazier. 
The farm manager also looks 
after a trio of aging mares: 
stakes winner Its a Bitter Day, 
the first horse Christiansen 
ever bred who is now 29; 26- 
year-old stakes-placed Rollick¬ 
ing Queen; and 24-year-old 
BrilUant Glow—not forgetting 
a 29-year-old Warmblood 
named Gero. But Mr. Corner¬ 
stone, she hastened to point 
out, remains “my favorite. He 
wouldn’t hurt a fly. Anyone 
who’s around Thoroughbred 
studs knows that a lot of them 
are jerks, but he’s a kind soul. 

“We were teasing mares one 
time, and a mare turned around 
and slammed a screen against 
us, and he jumped back and 
stepped on my ankle. He was 
so concerned that I had gotten 
hurt. He’s backing up and look¬ 
ing at me—^I don’t know if he 
thought I was going to kiU him 
or not—and I’m standing there 
one-legged, hopping around. 
Any other horse would have 
run away. But you could just 
see that he doesn’t want to hurt 
you.” 

Over the years, Mr. Corner¬ 
stone has experienced periodic 
minor recurrences of cohe, 
“but—I’m knocking on my 
head—he’s been super,” Chris¬ 
tiansen said. “He feels good: 
He bounces to this day. If you 
take him outside, he’ll stand 
on his hind legs and he bucks 
and plays.” StiU, she admitted 
that age has manifested itself 
in readily apparent ways: “He’s 
got that old-man walk to him. 
His eyesight is failing him, and 
his face is getting gray. 

“He’s been here forever,” 
Christiansen continued. “My 
nephew, who’s 20 now, when 
he was a tittle kid he used to 
come here and he’d want to 
do [clean] stalls, and I’d send 
him in to do Cornerstone’s stall 
with him [the horse] in there.”

Harmony, 
at long last, 
to extend 
across breeds 
in Maryland 


F inally—there’s some good news on Maryland racing’s politi¬ 
cal front. 

The signing, in early April, of a 15-year agreement that 
eliminates longstanding disputes between Thoroughbred and 
Standardbred interests actually does signify the beginning of a 
new era within the state. 

Although it won’t likely be the key to successful slots legisla¬ 
tion—an issue that is driven by forces extending far beyond the 
racing industry—the new harmony between the breeds should 
help with that initiative, since legislators tend to look most favor¬ 
ably upon the industry when it displays unity. 

Meanwhile, with or without slots, the agreement will allow 
Maryland’s two major Thoroughbred tracks. Laurel Park and 
Pimhco, and the larger of its two Standardbred tracks, Rosecroft 
Raceway, to improve their business plans. Horsemen and breeders 
associated with the tracks also stand to reap the benefits. 

Gone is the nasty battle over cross-breed simulcasting. Rosecroft, 
which is located in the Washington, D.C., suburbs, within the criti¬ 
cal 35-mile radius of Laurel Park, bases much of its business on 
simulcasts of Thoroughbred races. It has tried various ways to 
circumvent the requirement (based on various formulas over the 
past decade) that it pay money to the local Thoroughbred industry 
for the privilege of using the out-of-state Thoroughbred product. 
Rosecroft (as well as Laurel and Pimlico) now have unrestricted 
access to Thoroughbred and harness simulcasts. And Rosecroft 
wiU compensate the state’s Thoroughbred industry with a flat fee 
of $5.9 million annually (to be divided proportionately among the 
tracks, horsemen and breeders). 

No future wars (at least for the next decade and a half) will be 
fought over division of revenue. If and when slots do arrive, or 
if the state directs revenue to purses and breeders’ funds in the 
form of grants or other types of subsidies, the Thoroughbred and 
Standardbred industries agree to divide the money on an 80/20 
percentage basis, respectively. 

Off-track betting sites have room to grow. The tracks’ owner¬ 
ship entities are free to develop off-track betting sites, outside the 
35-mile radius of competing tracks, without being called upon to 
share the resulting revenue with each other (except for revenue 
generated by simulcasts of live races conducted at the in-state 
tracks). 

The agreement also calls for the parties to pursue repeal of the 
burdensome ^‘6:15 law” that forbids Thoroughbred tracks from 
conducting business after 6:15 p.m. without the consent of the 
Standardbred industry. 

Maryland Racing Commission Chairman John P. McDaniel 
promised to take a proactive approach when he was appointed 
to the post last year, and he has been true to his word. McDaniel 
brought the various parties together in his Columbia office, where 
they spent many hours thrashing out this agreement. Everyone 
concerned, and especially McDaniel, deserves our praise and 
gratitude. ^

SLEETER FAMILY 
HMDS SUCCESSFUL 
NICHE IN NJ. 


Carolyn and Gerry Sleeter and their three sons prosper 
by breeding and racing homebreds by home stallions 
and racing almost exclusively in their home state.

T he heavily traveled road 
connecting the towns of 
Blackwood and Clemen- 
ton, situated in the New Jersey 
suburbs of Philadelphia, hustles 
commuters past a gritty con¬ 
glomeration of convenience 
stores and discount emporiums 
and—^incongruously to say 
the least—a weU-kept 40-acre 
oasis of black-fenced pasture- 
land that, year after year, yields 
Thoroughbred crops that top 
the charts of New Jersey-bred 
runners. 

Gerald (aka Gerry) Sleeter, 
who has lived on this farm all 
his Hfe, and Carolyn Sleeter, his 
wife of going on five decades, 
are used to the bemused looks 
that come their way from visi¬ 
tors who are a) experiencing 
a sense of rehef over having 
turned into the right driveway, 
and thus avoided getting hung 
up in traffic entering and exit¬ 
ing the car wash next door; 
and b) have just fixed on a new 
meaning for the words encroach- 


Sleeter Farm, as the proper¬ 
ty has been called since Gerry’s 
great-grandfather began grow¬ 
ing vegetables here in the 
1890s, is home to the state’s 
stallion and broodmare of the 
year for 2005—Intensity (now 
deceased) and Image’s Image, 
respectively—and a slew of 
homebreds who have made 
Carolyn Sleeter New Jersey’s 
leading Thoroughbred breeder 
for the past four seasons. 

Still, according to the 
Sleeters, the outside world rare¬ 
ly intrudes. “Most people don’t 
seem to know we’re here,” said 
Carolyn and Gerry’s 34-year- 
old son Kurt, who, along with 
his brother Kasey, 42, handles 
the broodmares and stallions. 
Kurt and his wife, Joan, were 
married this past September, 
and hve in the original farm¬ 
house that belonged to his 
great-great grandfather. 

The farmhouse sits next to a 
1940s cottage—expanded and 
embellished over the years— 
where Carolyn and Gerry raised 


their four children. Each of 
their three sons—the other 
being Kevin, 44—^makes his 
career in the family horse oper¬ 
ation. Their daughter, Kelly 
Paoli, 40, is the only member 
of the family not immersed in 
horse interests; she works as a 
manicurist. 

The Sleeters’ horses, like 
their farm, are steeped in 
family history. Some of their 
current runners trace back to 
the first Thoroughbred they 
raced—an obscurely bred mare 
named Spurs Image, whom 
they bought as a yearhng in 
1967. The Sleeters have stood 
a succession of remarkably 
successful stallions, including 
five-time New Jersey stallion 
of the year Northern Idol and 
a two-time holder of that title. 
Better Arbitor, whose daugh¬ 
ters now constitute the bulk of 
the farm’s broodmare band. 

The family racing stable, 
trained by Gerry and Kevin, 
was expected to be 26 horses 
strong at the beginning of this 


year’s Monmouth Park meet in 
mid-May. It is made up entirely 
of homebreds (the Sleeters 
generally refuse aU outside cli¬ 
ents, except for one, their long¬ 
time friends Kathy and Don 
Wilher) and competes almost 
exclusively at the New Jersey 
tracks, Monmouth and Mead- 
owlands, where the live racing 
season ends in November. 

SPURRED ON BY 
AMAZING RESULTS 

How can a family racing and 
breeding operation survive, let 
alone thrive, by turning its back 
on year-round racing, depend¬ 
ing on homebreds often sired 
by home stallions and main¬ 
taining wood fences next to a 
commercial thoroughfare?

That is the enigma of 
Carolyn and Gerry Sleeter, a 
couple who honed their risk¬ 
taking skills in their early 20s, 
when each competed in local 
rodeos—he fighting to stay 
aboard the bulls and she as a 
trick rider. 

Carolyn, now 67, and Gerry, 
65, have known each other for 
what seems to them like for¬ 
ever—she having grown up 
seven miles away on a farm 
near the town of Tansboro. 
As a teenager Gerry galloped 
Thoroughbred race horses for 
Carolyn’s father, the late, long¬ 
time New Jersey-based trainer 
Carl Auwarter. A few years later 
they became rodeo sweethearts. 
And soon after that they were 
launched in the Quarter Horse 
racing business, with a young 
family to support. (Although 
it would be some time before 
Carolyn gave up the rodeos. 
‘T switched to barrel racing 
after the kids were born,” she 
recounted.) 

They got into the Thor¬ 
oughbred business without a 
hint of a plan. “My father-in¬ 


law gave us the Thoroughbred 
stalhon Painter Boy,” said 
Gerry Sleeter, who sometimes 
had other jobs during those 
early years, including a stint as 
a machinist for a shipbuilding 
company in the Philadelphia 
Navy Yard. “He needed to find 
him a home.” 

Although far from a world- 
beater, Painter Boy, a 1957 son 
of Errard and the Roman mare 
Lady Amherst, bred by the 
venerable John W Galbreath, 
had shown cheap speed on 
the race track, competing for 
five seasons, winning or plac¬ 
ing in 14 of his 40 starts and 
earning $11,421. The Sleeters 
intended to breed Painter Boy 
to their Quarter Horse mares. 
But someone they knew bred a 
Thoroughbred mare. First Spur 
(by Boot and Spur), to Painter 
Boy, and the Sleeters agreed to 
purchase the resulting filly as a 
yearling. 

That fiUy, Spurs Image— 
bought with a borrowed $500 
down and the rest “on the cuff” 
—^would ultimately change the 
course of the Sleeters’ hves. A 


gritty performer who often 
competed against males. Spurs 
Image won or placed in 14 of 
her 35 starts, and at 3 set a track 
record (a mile and a sixteenth 
in 1:45V&) at the old Liberty 
BeU race track. And that was 
just a sign of things to come. 

Spurs Image produced as her 
first foal—and the first horse 
ever bred by the Sleeters—the 
stakes winner Proudest Spartan 
(a foal of 1971). The pattern 
was set even then, because 
Proudest Spartan’s sire, Spartan 
Bull, stood at Sleeter Farm. 
“Spartan Bull was by Never 
Bend, and we had high hopes 
for him,” said Carolyn Sleeter. 
“After he started out so well 
[with Proudest Spartan], Ocala 
Stud bought Spartan BuU from 
us for $25,000. That was a whole 
lot of money to us at the time. 
Unfortunately, Spartan Bull 
died of a heart attack while 
covering his first mare at Ocala. 
But that farm had insurance on 
him; we didn’t.” 

Proudest Spartan won 
the Woodlands Handicap at 
Atlantic City and placed sec¬ 


ond in another added-money 
race during a career that lasted 
10 years. He went to post 169 
times, bringing home 17 wins, 
22 seconds and 21 thirds for 
total earnings of $145,949. 

Proudest Spartan was soon 
joined by a fleet of younger 
siblings—10 in all, nine of 
them winners, and one. Eleven 
Spurs (a 1986 daughter of 
Better Arbiter), destined to win 
or place in four stakes, earning 
$166,579. 

Image’s Image (by Better 
Arbiter), one of the pres¬ 
ent-day stars of the Sleeters’ 
broodmare band, was the next- 
to-last foal produced by Spurs 
Image. Although her racing 
career was compromised by ill¬ 
ness, Image’s Image, an ample 
mare with a burnished chest¬ 
nut coat, appears a picture of 
health this spring at age 21, as 
she gra 2 es next to her filly by 
Sleeter Farm’s current young 
stallion Funny Frohc; she is 
back in foal to that stallion. 

Image’s Image has distin¬ 
guished herself with eight foals 
to race, four of them earners 
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Image’s Image (chestnut), New Jersey’s 2005 broodmare of the year, allows her chestnut daughter by Funny Frolic to lead the way Others 
pictured are stakes producers Bring Me Flowers (by Private Terms), center, and Saucy Sioux with their Not For Love colts. Saucy Sioux 
(by Better Arbitor out of La Marquise) Is the dam of New Jersey Futurity winners Sioux Cat and Kaw LIga Sioux, both sired by Northern Idol. 


of more than $100,000, two 
of whom are multiple stakes 
winners. Her daughter Eleven 
North (1994, Northern Idol) 
ranked among the top New 
Jersey-bred runners of the 
past decade, winning 16 races, 
including six stakes, and placing 
in seven additional stakes for 
earnings of $459,755. A New 
Jersey-bred stakes is run in her 
name. 

Who’s the Cowboy, a cur¬ 
rent 4-year-old by Intensity 
out of Image’s Image, won 
last year’s Rumson and City 
Zip Stakes, adding to his three 
stakes placings of the previous 
season; he has earned a total of 
$309,673. 

The broodmare population 
at Sleeter Farm typically num¬ 
bers about 10, with some of 
the mares owned by the Sleeter 
sons. In addition to Image’s 
Image, the other most pri 2 ed 
mares, both owned by Carolyn 
and Gerry, are Eleven North 
and multiple stakes producer 
Summer Semester. 

So far none of Eleven 
North’s offspring have raced— 


although Gerry Sleeter is look¬ 
ing forward to unveihng her 
current 3-year-old, Flirtatious 
Smile, the first of three con¬ 
secutive Not For Love colts 
who are her produce to date. 
She foaled a colt in April to the 
cover of Lion Hearted, and was 
bred back to Lion Hearted. 

Summer Semester rep¬ 
resents another stellar fam¬ 
ily developed by the Sleeters. 
In 1986 they purchased the 
unraced Proudest Roman mare 
La Marquise, who already had 
produced stakes winner Saucy 
Hanne from a mating with 
Better Arbitor. La Marquise’s 
1987 fiUy, stakes winner Best 
Birthday (by Better Arbitor), 
went to the mare’s previous 
owner under the terms of 
the deal that brought her to 
Sleeter Farm. But La Marquise 
promptly gave the Sleeters 
multiple stakes winner Fall 
Semester ($252,542), by Better 
Arbitor. 

The now 15-year-old Sum¬ 
mer Semester, a full sister to 
La Marquise’s trio of stakes- 
winning fillies, has produced 


multiple stakes winners Picnic 
Theme (1998, Northern Idol; 
$411,838), Summer Swing 
(1997, Not For Love; $331,722) 
and Something Smith (2000, 
Northern Idol; $282,389), plus 
stakes-placed Summer Sting 
(2002, Intensity; $154,255). She 
was not bred for 2006, but is 
now in foal to Funny Frolic. 

Asked to name their all- 
time best runners, the Sleeters 
pointed to Eleven North, Fall 
Semester and the indomitable 
gelding Red Weasel. Bred by 
Kevin Sleeter, who campaigned 
him for several years before 
losing him in a claiming race. 
Red Weasel (1995, Northern 
Idol—^Love Me Or, by John’s 
Time) earned $503,564 in six 
seasons, while winning or plac¬ 
ing in 41 of 59 career starts. He 
won or placed in 18 stakes. 

The Sleeters’ hst of New 
Jersey-bred champions is too 
lengthy for this space, and 
their record in the New Jersey 
Futurity is second to none. 
Family members have won the 
Futurity five times, scoring in 
both the fillies and colts/geld¬ 


ing divisions in 1999, and fin¬ 
ishing one-two with Kaw Liga 
Sioux and Something Smith 
in 2002. Carolyn Sleeter has 
twice been honored with the 
Thoroughbred Owners and 
Breeders Association award for 
New Jersey, in 1998 and 2002. 

Their background in 
Quarter Horse racing, where 
the emphasis is on speed, has 
had an impact on the Sleeters’ 
breeding and racing decisions, 
family members agree. ‘All 
of our horses have that speed 
influence,” said Gerry Sleeter. 
“They have natural speed, but 
they can go long. The one thing 
I’ve never been is a turf trainer 
—our horses don’t run on the 
turf.” 

During the off-season the 
racing contingent is based 85 
miles away at Overbrook Train¬ 
ing Center near Monmouth 
Park, meaning that Gerry and 
Kevin have a long daily com¬ 
mute. Monmouth, their base 
for the summer months, is 
even farther—92 miles—from 
Sleeter Farm. 
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Among the Sleeters’ prized mares is the aii-time great New Jersey-bred 
performer Seven North (chestnut, in foreground), who foaied a Son 
Hearted coit in Aprii soon after this photograph was taken. Caroiyn and 
Gerry SieeteHs home (beiow) is directiy adjacent to the broodmare fieid. 



Garden State race track— 
now vanished from the scene— 
used to be the Sleeters’ home 
track, only 15 minutes away 
And the Sleeters still regret its 
closing. But with boosts from 
the lucrative New Jersey breed¬ 
ing program, they have success¬ 
fully adapted to fewer tracks 
and fewer racing days. 

Kevin and Gerry are at the 
barn daily, along with assistant 
trainer Humberto Segundo. 
They are bringing nine 2-year- 
olds, plus 17 older horses, 
to the races this season. The 
youngsters received their early 
education with Derrick Barker 
in Camden, S.C. 

By the time Meadowlands 
closes this fall, the stable most 
likely will have shrunk consid¬ 
erably. 

‘‘Rather than go to the 
expense of keeping them 
through the winter, usually if 
horses haven’t met their allow¬ 
ance conditions, we run them 
where we expect they’ll get 
claimed,” said Gerry Sleeter. 
“Sometimes this works out 
really well for the new owner— 
he gets a good one. Sometimes 
it doesn’t.” 

In past years the Sleeters 
have also sold underachievers 
to an operation at Mountaineer 
Park. “That worked out really 
well for us, because we earned 


some breeder bonuses [paid for 
New Jersey-breds winning out- 
of-state during New Jersey’s 
off-season].” 

SIRE POWER IS KEY 

Obviously, much of the 
Sleeters’ success can be traced 
to their home staUions—^in 
chronological order. Painter 
Boy, Better Arbiter, Northern 
Idol, Intensity and now Funny 
Frohc. 

The idea of routinely keep¬ 
ing stallions to breed to their 
own mares came to Carolyn 
and Gerry in the mid-1980s. At 
the time they were campaign¬ 
ing Spurs Image’s good son 
Arbiter’s Image (who amassed 
$172,136 in 72 starts, 11 wins). 
When that runner’s sire. Better 
Arbiter (1971, Better Bee), was 
offered to them in a private 
deal, Gerry and Carolyn bought 
him sight unseen. 

The Sleeters had always 
looked for strengthin the female 
family when selecting a stal- 
Hon for their mares. And Better 
Arbiter—closely related to 
Northern Dancer—^more than 
met that requirement. Better 
Arbiter’s dam, Arctic Ava, was 
the result of a mating between 
Nearctic and Almahmoud’s full 
sister Avatara; Northern Dancer 
was a son of Nearctic out of a 
daughter of Almahmoud. 
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Offered relatively littie 
opportunity at farms in New 
Jersey and Maryland before 
the Sleeters bought him, Better 
Arbitor sired three stakes 
winners at Sleeter Farm. But 
his lasting impact has come 
through his daughters, who 
have proven an exceptional 
nick with the Sleeters’ next 
staUion, the Northern Dancer 
grandson Northern Idol. 

Better Arbitor, who died in 
1994, overlapped only briefly 
with Northern Idol, who 
entered stud at Sleeter Farm in 
1992 and made a huge imprint 
before his untimely death in 
1999 at age 13. 

Northern Idol, a blocky 
15.3-hand look-aHke to North¬ 
ern Dancer, was by North¬ 
rop out of the graded stakes 
winner and stakes-producing 
Explodent mare La Soufriere. 
From 115 named foals, he is 
represented by 11 stakes win¬ 
ners, six of them out of Better 
Arbitor mares. A remarkable 
12 percent of his starters have 
scored in stakes. His proge¬ 
ny earnings total $7,065,714 
from only eight crops, and his 
average earnings per starter is 
$75,167.

(by What Luck), entered stud 
at Sleeter Farm in 2000 and 
sired Better Arbitor’s grandson 
Who’s the Cowboy in his sec¬ 
ond crop. 

Intensity, who stood only 
three years before dying from 
cancer in 2002, also has to his 
credit stakes-placed Summer 
Sting (from a Better Arbitor 
mare). 

Funny Frohc, the Sleeters’ 
present stallion, has his first 
crop coming to the races this 
season. He is a 9-year-old son 
of Mt. Livermore out of the 
multiple stakes-producingmare 
Cherokee FroHc (by Cherokee 
Fellow). 

Funny Frolic came to them 
directly from the race track 
(Philadelphia Park) in a transac¬ 
tion arranged by former trainer 
Robert Nelson. “When we saw 
his pedigree we couldn’t pass 
him up,” said Carolyn. “We 
just loved his dam’s side. She 
throws runners, and her off¬ 
spring throw runners. He’s the 
kind of horse who has worked 
for us in the past.” 

FAMILY EFFORT 

Like an old-time farming 
family, Carolyn and Gerry 
Sleeter have raised their own 
business parmers—another 
factor that makes their opera¬ 
tion somewhat unusual. 


“The way it works,” said 
Kevin, who keeps some brood¬ 
mares and racing stock in his 
own account, “is that Gerry 
and Carolyn decide what to do. 
Then the next day it changes.” 

“A lot of chiefs!” said Caro¬ 
lyn, who oversees the farm with 
no help except for her sons. 

Foaling is a family event, 
with anybody who is available 
turning out to help. Video mon¬ 
itors, keeping watch on mares 
showing signs of imminent 
foaling, are placed in strategic 
locations throughout Carolyn 
and Gerry’s house. 

“There’s never peace— 
something is always happen¬ 
ing,” said Carolyn. “But I’m 
glad we hve with the horses 


so close to us, because we can 
always see them.” 

Of course it helps that the 
Thoroughbred business is in 
Carolyn’s blood. ‘We’ve had a 
lot of trainers on my side of 
the family—at one time there 
were 16.” Those included her 
father, who died in 2002 at 
age 89, and first cousin Eddie 
Broome, who is still active at 
the New Jersey tracks. Carolyn’s 
brother Eddie Auwarter is now 
a trainer at Philadelphia Park 
and Monmouth, and Auwarter’s 
wife, Leshe, manages Little 
Timber Ranch in Tansboro. 
‘We feel blessed to have been 
able to come this far,” said Caro¬ 
lyn. “But it definitely has not 
been easy for any of us.” ^

SLOTS 


Dramatic changes are already underway 
at Philadelphia Park, Penn National and a 
new facility, Presque Isle Downs.

S ince Pennsylvania’s Gover¬ 
nor Ed RendeU signed 
slots legislation into law 
in July 2004, business has con¬ 
tinued more or less as usual at 
the state’s two Thoroughbred 
tracks, Philadelphia Park and 
Penn National Race Course. 
But all of that is about to 
change—dramatically—^in the 
near future. 

The Pennsylvania Gaming 
Control Board is expected to 
grant slots hcenses to Philadel¬ 
phia Park and Penn National in 
mid-summer. Work has already 
begun on glittering new slots 


palaces, along with restaurants 
and other facilities designed to 
make the tracks ^^destinations” 
for gamblers throughout the 
region. 

While these changes are tak¬ 
ing place, horsemen and fans 
will endure inconveniences. 
But their rewards will come rel¬ 
atively quickly, as Pennsylvania 
racing rises to heights that may 
once have been beyond any¬ 
one’s wildest dreams. 

Just as dying Delaware Park 
found new life upon the arrival 
of slots in 1995, so, too, is 
expanded gaming expected to 


revitahze the Thoroughbred 
business in the Keystone State. 

PHILADELPHIA PARK 
ON FAST TRACK 

Beginningin mid-April, scaf¬ 
folding and sections of sheet- 
rock were visible to patrons 
who stood on the Philadelphia 
Park apron and gazed up at the 
previously unused third floor 
of the track’s grandstand. 

The grandstand will serve 
as a temporary slots facility 
until Philadelphia Park’s owner. 
Greenwood Racing, completes 


construction of a casino in 
a former parking lot next to 
the paddock. The lot has been 
fenced off and graded; plans 
call for the pace of construc¬ 
tion to pick up as soon as the 
gaming hcense is awarded. 

Ten years ago. Greenwood 
completed a multimillion dol¬ 
lar renovation of the first two 
floors of the grandstand. Since 
then, the third floor of the 
circa-1974 building has been 
closed off and used only on 
select racing days. 

Greenwood now intends to 
place 1,250 slot machines and 
a limited number of mumel 
machines on the first two floors, 
with the third floor devoted to 
parimutuel wagering. 

The total cost to renovate 
the building is expected to be 
between $15 and $18 million. 

‘‘There wiU be very tittle 
the public will see until after 
the [June 10] Belmont Stakes,” 
said Hal Handel, chief execu¬ 
tive officer of Greenwood. 
“We don’t want there to be 
too much disruption during the 
Triple Crown races. There wiU 
be a lot of construction on 
the third floor—^we’re going to 
reopen and renovate the restau¬ 
rant, clean things up, renovate 
the bathrooms, install pari¬ 
mutuel machines. 

“Fortunately, we have that 
extra space up there to make 
it very nice, and we’U be creat¬ 
ing an area that wiU have the 
amenities that our racing fans 
are used to.” 

Handel added that the 
changes will proceed in stages: 
“Step one, which will take place 
right after the Belmont, will 
be to move the furniture and 
televisions from the first two 
floors up to the third floor. 

“The second floor will be a 
crossover floor between gam¬ 
ing and parimutuel wagering, 
while the first floor will primar¬ 
ily be for gaming. There wiU 
be some parimutuel windows 
nearest the doors leading to 
the paddock, and we intend to 
place some wagering machines 
outside to accommodate fans.” 

Handel said that on the sec¬ 
ond floor the general seating 
that faces the race track will 
remain, as wiU the horsemen’s 
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As soon as s!ot machines begin generating revenue, Phiiadeiphia Park intends to iaunch into construction of a stand-aione casino that will be as wide as 
five football fields and offer a nightclub, three bars, four restaurants and a 15,000-square-foot buffet (Architectural Concepts LLP) 


boxes. That floor’s Pennsylvania 
Derby Room wiU be redone 
to serve gaming customers, 
and the sports bar on the far 
end of the second floor will 
be modified to accommodate 
gaming. The sports bar will be 
primarily gaming-oriented, but 
will contain some parimutuel 
machines. 

‘‘Also, the parking lot con¬ 
figuration wdl be changed and 
there will be new hghting,” 
Handel continued. “Fans will 
enter the grandstand in the 
usual way with signs directing 
them either to the escalator or 
the elevator to the third floor.” 

However, this arrangement 
is expected to stay in place, at 
most, for 16 to 24 months. As 
the slot machines start ring¬ 
ing— ka-ching, ka-ching — Green¬ 
wood will commence work in 
earnest on its vision for the 
future. 

In Greenwood Gaming and 
Entertainment’s apphcation to 
the state, the company outlined 
plans to utilize nearly all 413 
acres of race track property. 
Its centerpiece, at least for the 


foreseeable future, will be a 
$300 million stand-alone casino 
that is expected to house 3,000 
machines and create up to 700 
jobs. The casino will be as wide 
as five football fields and will 
be outfitted with a nightclub, 
three bars, four restaurants and 
a 15,000-square-foot buffet. 

But this casino and a park¬ 
ing garage for 2,000 cars 
constitute only phase one of 
Greenwood’s ultimate plan. 
The second, third and fourth 
phases will require approval 
from Bensalem Township and 
aren’t expected to begin until 
mid-to-late 2007, with the proj¬ 
ect to stretch on until 2017, 

The second phase includes a 
hotel, a clubhouse spa, confer¬ 
ence center, large events center, 
retail gallery, a second parking 
garage and expansion of the 
casino. 

Projected for the third phase 
are a third parking garage and 
three units of activity, as yet 
undetermined, while the fourth 
phase calls for a championship 
golf course and possibly resi¬ 
dential housing. 


“We hope and we expect the 
people of this community to 
be enthused with what we are 
doing,” said Bob Green, presi¬ 
dent of Greenwood Racing. 
“Certainly this is going to be 
as good as anything you could 
find in Atlantic City.” 

Green would not estimate 
the cost of the entire project. 

The local community, while 
welcoming the revenue and jobs 
expected to come from expand¬ 
ed gaming at Philadelphia Park, 
has expressed concerns about 
the inevitable increase in traf¬ 
fic around the property, as well 
as the possibility of a spike in 
crime. 

Bensalem Township Mayor 
Joseph DiGirolamo said he 
hopes to quell such fears. 
“We’ve been preparing our¬ 
selves for the advent of slots,” 
said DiGirolamo. “Our first 
priority is traffic—there’s road¬ 
work on the immediate hori¬ 
zon. A slip ramp off the nearby 
Pennsylvania Turnpike to Street 
Road [on which Philadelphia 
Park is located] will be added. 
We’re encouraging the race 


track not to open any side gates 
to the public, to just utilize the 
main entrance off Street Road 
and have another [backstretch] 
gate for track workers. Street 
Road will be improved, and 
a right-hand turn lane wiU be 
added to improve access to the 
track property. We’re trying to 
get more federal money for 
road improvements, but that 
could be five years away. 

“There wUl be tax breaks for 
residents,” DiGirolamo contin¬ 
ued. “We’ve been guaranteed 
$10 million per year, or 2 per¬ 
cent of the gross revenues. The 
residents have concerns about 
crime, and we’re planning 
on hiring 10 to 12 additional 
policemen by November. We 
have to be ready for it.” 

DiGirolamo, who said he is 
an open space advocate, added 
that he woiUdn’t necessarUy be 
in favor of the race track put¬ 
ting residential housing on the 
property. 

“Certainly, we’U have grow¬ 
ing pains,” he said. “In helping 
get the slots legislation passed, 
our number one goal was saving 
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Penn Nationals vision of the future, to be known as the Hoiiywood Casino, is part of a master pian that eventuaiiy 
couid iead to retaii outiets and entertainment and conference centers, aiong with 5,000 gaming devices. 


the race track. It’s important to 
Bensalem—Philadelphia Park 
is our biggest employer and 
they’ve been a great neighbor.” 

Horsemen are expected to 
reap immediate dividends once 
the first slots become opera¬ 
tional. Handel estimates aver¬ 
age daily purses wiU initially 
be boosted to $175,000 from 
the current level of $127,000; 
further increases will be imple¬ 
mented over time, bringing the 
figure into an expected range 
of as much as $400,000. 

Backstretch improvements 
are also part of the deal. 
‘‘According to the multi-year 
agreement with the horsemen 
that we have,” said Handel, 
“when the gaming license is 
issued, the following will begin 
on the backstretch: Several 
new barns wiU be buUt, and 
we’ll be renovating the existing 


barns and the living quarters 
for backstretch workers. That’s 
expected to take between five 
and seven years to complete. 
There was talk of buUding a 
training track, but we’ve decid¬ 
ed to use the money to keep 
purses subsidized instead.” 

PENN NATIONAL 
GOES HOLLYWOOD 

When the lights went down 
after the final race on the eve¬ 
ning of April 8, with live racing 
not due to resume until April 
22, one era ended and another 
began at Penn National Race 
Course. 

Tucked away in the Blue 
Mountain valley of central 
Pennsylvania, near the state 
capital of Harrisburg, the track 
owned by Penn National Gam¬ 
ing Inc. (PNG) has long been 


home to hardscrabble stables 
and blue-collar Thoroughbreds 
who earn a modest hving whUe 
racing for modest purses. 

But there is nothing mod¬ 
est about Penn National’s 
design for the future. Already 
completed is a new temporary 
building adjacent to the grand¬ 
stand. The grandstand wUl be 
demolished before the end of 
June to make way for what’s 
being termed a “Hollywood 
Casino,” expected to combine 
up to 3,000 slot machines and 
parimutuel wagering. 

The temporary structure, 
called the Paddock Club, is a 
25,000-square-foot facility that 
will house the track’s adminis¬ 
trative offices, racing offices, 
the Pennsylvania State Horse 
Racing Commission offices, a 
new jockeys’ room, a new test 
barn and a new saddling pad¬ 


dock; it is expected to be in use 
for at least the next 12 months. 

The Paddock Club began 
offering simulcasting on April 
18. During the live racing hia¬ 
tus, PNG conducted work on 
the track surface, peeling back 
the entire strip to its base in the 
running lanes and correcting 
a drainage problem that had 
caused the track to lose several 
days of racing and training dur¬ 
ing the winter. 

Due to hmited seating, 
admission to the Paddock Club 
is limited to those over age 18 
and individuals with a current 
Pennsylvania racing hcense. 

Because the Paddock Club 
was constructed partially below 
track level, racing action can¬ 
not be viewed hve. Television 
monitors relay the action to 
fans inside the building, while 
track announcer John Bogar 
calls the races from an elevated 
structure just outside the track. 

Company officials expect 
construction of the Hollywood 
Casino to begin immediately 
upon licensing this summer, 
with an opening scheduled for 
13 months later. 

A state-of-the-art facihty, 
the Hollywood Casino will be a 
five-story, 365,000-square-foot 
building that contains 3,000 slot 
machines, with 2,000 machines 
operational at its opening. 
Among the amenities for the 
initial phase of the project will 
be a food court with three res¬ 
taurants; a sports bar; trackside

dining and various concessions 
to serve the racing area; enter¬ 
tainment, bar and lounge areas 
on the gaming level; and a five- 
story parking garage. 

According to Eric Schippers, 
director of public affairs for 
PNG, the estimated $262-mil- 
hon budget for the facility 
includes $212 million for con¬ 
struction and the purchase of 
an initial 2,000 gaming devices, 
plus a $50-million license fee. 

Schippers noted that Penn 
National has developed a 
long-term “master plan” for 
the Hollywood Casino, includ¬ 
ing the potential addition of a 
buffet, hotel and conference 
center, retail outlets, an enter¬ 
tainment center, an additional 
parking deck, and additional 
casino space that would allow 
the facility at full capacity to 
accommodate 5,000 gaming 
devices. 

PNG estimates that the 
new gaming facility will create 
approximately 1,000 new jobs. 

Horsemen at Penn National 
probably won’t reap the bene¬ 
fits of slots machine revenue in 
the next 12 months, according 
to Todd Mostoller, executive 
director of the Pennsylvania 
Horsemen’s Benevolent 
and Protective Association 
(PHBPA). That’s because Penn 
National’s first slot machines 
won’t be operational until the 
opening of the Hollywood 
Casino. 

“Until that new facihty 
opens, we’re probably looking 
at the first quarter of 2008 
for our first purse increase,” 
said MostoUer. “Our horsemen 
understand that there will be 
sacrifices in the meantime, as 
they tear down the old grand¬ 
stand and start putting up the 
Hollywood Casino. Probably 
most of the construction crews 
won’t understand horses, and 
as a result the horses and riders 
win have to be careful. We will 
have an abundance of incon¬ 
veniences, but so far I’ve been 
ama 2 ed at how well our horses 
have adapted to it.” 

Mostoller said that some 
preliminary numbers indicate 
that horsemen could be run¬ 
ning for average daily purses 
of $160,000 to $180,000 after 


slots revenue begins flowing 
in late 2007. Currently, purses 
average $76,000 per day. 

The slots law has earmarked 
$1 million per year, for a period 
of five years, toward backs tretch 
improvements. Mostoller said 
that a new PHBPA board will 
soon be elected, and then a 
committee will be formed 
to decide what needs to be 
accomphshed. 

CONSTRUCTION 
UNDERWAY AT 
PRESQUE ISLE 
DOWNS 

In early October 2005, 
ground was broken and work 
begun on Presque Isle Downs, 
a new race track that’s being 
built by MTR Gaming Group, 
which owns and operates 
Mountaineer Race Track and 
Gaming Resort in Chester, 
WVa. 


The reason that Presque 
Isle Downs is being built is 
simple—slot machines. In just 
13 years, MTR has expanded 
its holdings to include a har¬ 
ness oval—Scioto Downs in 
Columbus, Ohio—and two 
casinos in Las Vegas—the 
Ramada Inn and Speedway 
Casino and Binion’s Gambling 
Hall and Hotel. Slots revenue 
at Mountaineer has propelled 
that growth. 

MTR threw its hat in the 
Pennsylvania gaming ring and 
was awarded the first new 
horse racing license in the state 
in several decades. 

Presque Isle Downs is under 
construction on a 272-acre site 
(approximately 58.4 acres of 
which will be dedicated to open 
space) in Summit Township, 
in Erie, which sits just off 
Lake Erie on Pennsylvania’s 
northwest border. Through 
mid-April, foundation work 
had begun, and the company 


expected to begin erecting the 
steel framework of buildings 
before the end of June. 

Plans call for a state-of-the- 
art horse racing facility inte¬ 
grated with gaming and includ¬ 
ing entertainment and dining. 
When complete, Presque Isle 
Downs will have a 180,500- 
square-foot grandstand and 
clubhouse, offices, barns, a 
paddock and parking for 1,200 
cars. More than 700 jobs will 
be created. 

MTR is also constructing a 
61,000-square-foot multi-pur¬ 
pose building as a temporary 
location to house slot machines 
while the permanent facility is 
still under construction. 

MTR expects to finish track 
construction by the end of 
2006, and the temporary slots 
facihty is expected to open for 
business this fall. Live racing is 
projected to begin in the winter 
of 2007. *

Sur La Tete 
launches bid for 
Eclipse Award 


A s steeplechase star Sur La 
Tete stood in the Keene- 
land winner’s circle after 
capturing the Grade 1 Royal 
Chase for the Sport of Kings 
Hurdle on April 21, a grand¬ 
stand fan belted out some 


praise: ‘d love you Number 2, 
you’re the best. Buy Number 2 
some carrots. Extra carrots for 
Number 2.” 

Sur La Tete was, of course, 
number 2—^in the program 
anyway. On the race course. 


the Kinross Farm colorbear- 
er was clearly number 1. The 
powerfully built bay 8-year-old 
deserved carrots, celery, apples, 
peppermints or pretty much 
anything anyone could hand 
him. A Grade 1 winner at the 
novice and open levels, Sur La 
Tete entered 2006 in search of 
an Echpse Award—an honor 
won by chief rivals Hirapour 
(Ire) (2004) and McDynamo 
(2003 and 2005). If the Royal 
Chase is any indication, Sur La 
Tete appears ready to claim the 
crown. 

Held in a driving rainstorm, 
the $150,000 stakes attracted 
eight runners, with McDynamo 
and Sur La Tete the clear stand¬ 
outs and the only likely winners. 
As the field passed the two-mile 
stage in the two and a half-mile 
race, McDynamo surged toward 
the front to challenge early 
leaders Free Admission and 
Mauritania. Shading slightly on 


the outside under Chris Read, 
Sur La Tete matched the move. 
Covered it. 

‘‘I didn’t want to stop his 
momentum, so I just let him 
go, and he kept striding out,” 
said Read of the acceleration 
his horse produces. “Honestly, 
you get the feeling you showed 
up too early, like you moved too 
soon. He gets there so easily 
that he fools you. They aren’t 
going to get to him. That’s his 
gear and that’s what he loves 
to do.” 

Sur La Tete powered around 
the final turn as McDynamo 
uncharacteristically faltered, 
squashing hope of an end-of- 
race tussle. The winner flew the 
last two fences and galloped in 
10 lengths clear of Mauritania, 
who held off the longest price 
on the board, the 12-year-old 
mare Feehng So Pretty, by a 
neck for third. McDynamo was

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pulled up by jockey Jody Petty 
in the stretch. 

Trained in Virginia by Neil 
Morris, Sur La Tete erased an 
11-month layoff, pocketed 
$93,825 and won for the eighth 
time in 17 career steeplechase 
starts. The son of Sky Classic, 
purchased as an unraced (and 
unruly) 3-year-old for $10,000, 
increased his steeplechase earn¬ 
ings to $537,050. 

For Morris, races are the 
easy part with his quirky horse. 
“He’s somewhat complicated, 
a httle bit of a freak, but that’s 
the reason we have him, so 
we’ve got to do our work,” 
the trainer noted. ^We have 
to get him here earlier and we 
were fortunate enough to have 
Josephine Abercrombie let us 
stay at Pin Oak. Thanks to her 
and [farm manager] Clifford 
Barry. [Sur La Tete] takes a little 
more care. You have to hsten to 
the horse, understand what he’s 
telling you. You have to work 
with the horse a little more, pay 
attention to the horse a little 
more.” 

Sur La Tete tells Morris he 
needs special attention—^Hke 
the five days at Pin Oak Stud in 
Versailles. Home of the geld¬ 
ing’s sire. Pin Oak provides a 
quiet stall, a place to train and 
some tranquility after an eight- 
hour van ride. If he stayed at 
Keeneland, even for a day, Sur 
La Tete would have likely run 
his race back at the barn. 

“If he had to stay at the race 
track, if we didn’t go to the 
farm beforehand?” Read won¬ 
dered out loud. “Just look at 
his head. You can see the marks 
where he’s dinged himself. He 
throws his head and dings it 
against the door or against the 
wall. At the track, that’s all he 
would be doing.” 

McDynamo, who shoul¬ 
dered 166 pounds in the Royal 
Chase, eight more than Sur La 
Tete and conceding up to 32 
pounds to the others, appeared 
healthy afterward, and his poor 
performance was a mystery. 

“My plan was to relax down 
the backside, let him jump two 
good fences, give him a breath¬

er essentially,” explained Petty. 
“When I dropped my hands to 
ask for something, there was 
nothing there; he was done. 
He’s usually a little stronger 
during the race, but I thought 
we were going a good enough 
pace for that kind of ground— 
I wasn’t disappointed with 
where I was. The frontrunners 
were going well enough, and I 
thought I was travehng great.” 

TRIPLE 
CROWN FUN 

Although far less exciting 
than its flat counterpart, the 
Steeplechase Triple Crown 
got underway April 1 with the 
$75,000, two and an eighth- 
mile Carohna Cup-NSA2 at 
Camden, S.C., and produced a 
three-way stretch battle. 

Randleston Farm’s Top of 
the Bill (Carl Rafter) rocketed 
over the last fence to split The 
Next Man (Ire) and early leader 
Good Night Shirt to win by one 
and a half lengths for Virginia 
trainer Jimmy Day. Purchased 
from Gainsborough Farm in 


2005, Top of the Bill won for 
the second time in three hfe- 
time jump starts (he had a win 
and a second last fall) and dis¬ 
played courage far greater than 
his size as he battled between 
rivals to get the lead. 

“He’s aU heart, just a smash¬ 
ing little horse,” said Rafter. 
“I was looking to go up the 
inside, but it was probably best 
I didn’t. I sat and got a nice gap 
into the last. It got a little tight, 
didn’t it? He loves that; he’s a 
tough little horse.” 

For Randleston owners Jim 
and Melinda Carter, the vic¬ 
tory was a trip back in time. 
They both grew up nearby and 
attended the Carohna Cup— 
one of the area’s top social 
functions, with 2006 attendance 
reaching 70,000—on a date. 

“My wife and I had one of 
our first dates right over there 
in the infield, and we looked 
across the track and wondered 
what this would be tike,” Jim 
Carter recalled. “I’m going to 
tell you what—^it is fantastic.” 

A retired Exxon executive. 
Carter has been in the Thor¬ 


oughbred game for five years 
and has 16 broodmares on his 
Bluemont, Va., farm. While he 
has his eyes on the sales market, 
he always plans to race a few. 
Top of the BiU, a half-brother 
to French classic winner Musi¬ 
cal Chimes and himself a start¬ 
er in the 2004 French Derby, 
came to be purchased after 
some erratic flat performances. 

“He was a very difficult 
horse for Gainsborough—dif¬ 
ficult to train on the track and 
through starting gates and 
things,” Carter said of the 
5-year-old son of Lear Fan. 
“Jimmy Day did a fantastic job 
getting this horse ready to run 
over jumps.” 

Three weeks later, the Triple 
Crown horses (by definition, 
“novice” hurdlers who did 
not break their hurdle maid¬ 
ens before March 1, 2005) 
swung back into action in the 
$75,000, two and a quarter- 
mile Temple Gwathmey-NSA2 
at Middleburg, Va. The race 
attracted the first three finish¬ 
ers from Camden—Top of 
the BiU, The Next Man and 
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Miles Ahead, the 2005 
National Steeplechase Associ¬ 
ation timber champion, also 
ended a layoff, making his first 
start in nearly a year. The 9- 
year-old Pennsylvania-bred 
has never lost over timber and 
extended his unbeaten string 
to six. 

“He’s a very good timber 
horse,” said Morris. “Does he 
have a weakness? I haven’t seen 
it yet. It’s hard to run against 
Miles Ahead. I wouldn’t want 
to do it. He’s a heartbreaker.” 

The 2005 Virginia Gold Cup 
winner toyed with four foes at 
Middleburg, settiing early and 
accelerating late to win by a 
length and a half Chris Read sat 
motionless through the stretch, 
while Jody Petty worked aboard 
runner-up Nave sink View. 

“He’s like riding a foxhunt- 
er,” said Read. “He goes along 
like ‘whatever’ on a loose rein 
until you need him. Early, his 
jumping was only fair, so I 
decided to come up next to 
horses. He jumped bigger and 
sailed a couple hke he can. 
When you ask him to run, he 
just opens up his stride and 
goes faster without feeling hke 
it.” 

Miles Ahead missed the 

2005 fall season with a foot 
bruise behind, cutting short a 
dominant season of four wins 
and $75,000 in earnings. 

“The faU [season] is short, 
and if you miss a race or get 
behind schedule, you’re out of 
luck. So he didn’t run,” noted 
Morris. “I foxhunted Miles 
Ahead aU winter and here he is. 
He needed today. I think he’s a 
bit better than that.” 

FISHER KING 
FOR A DAY 

Maryland trainer Jack Fisher, 
dethroned as the NS A cham¬ 
pion in 2005 (Sanna Hendriks 
stopped his streak at two), 
jumped out to a quick start in 

2006 with five winners on April 
15. Fisher took three at Atlanta 
and one each at My Lady’s 
Manor and Strawberry HiU. 


Sarah Lyn Stables ’s Quern Se Atreve (Brz), ridden by Paddy Young, took on more accomplished rivals In the Georgia Cup-NSA2 
at Atlanta and led all the way to a five and three-quarter-length score, one of three victories on the card for trainer Jack Fisher. 


Good Night Shirt—plus South 
of Fifty (fifth) and Bon Fleur 
(sixth), and they hooked up two 
fences from home. 

Top of the BiU led. The 
Next Man was right behind and 
Good Night Shirt tried to rally. 
And then along came South 
of Fifty. One day after Sur La 
Tete’s tour de force, his Kinross 
Farm novice stablemate rallied 
stoutly from last to first in the 
Gwathmey. The 4-year-old son 
of West Virginia-based stallion 
Family Calling circled past the 
Carolina Cup trio, xipped over 
the last fence and won by a 
length and a quarter for jockey 
Richard Boucher. 

The winning rider learned 
of his mount only about a 
half-hour before post time, 
when scheduled jockey Matt 
McCarron had a faU one race 
earUer, but Boucher rode as if 
he and the horse were longtime 
partners. 

“They get a tittle worried 
early on when they are out the 
back tike that, but it also helped 
him,” said Boucher. “Then tiiey 


go by one and another one and 
another one and you can feel 
them get confident. It’s nice to 
be able to do that. He just got 
better as we went along.” 

Purchased for $20,000 at 
Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s 2004 
Two-Year-Olds in Training sale. 
South of Fifty won a 3-year-old 
hurdle stakes last faU and came 
up with a simUar performance 
this time. 

“He surprised me because 
the first turn around I was 
struggling to keep him involved 
in the race,” said Boucher. 
“The first three fences we were 
having a lack of communica¬ 
tion, but he was also getting 
run off his feet. It’s hard for 
a horse to reaUy jump when 
he’s running as fast as he can. 
Then he seemed to get his 
confidence up and start jump¬ 
ing. He jumped the second-last 
spectacularly and landed right 
head-and-head on the lead.” 

Top of the Bin finished sec¬ 
ond but was disqualified for 
interfering with The Next Man 
(who clipped heels and fell) on 


the backstretch. Good Night 
Shirt was moved up to second, 
with Bon Fleur third. 


MORE KINROSS 
SUCCESS 

In addition to South of 
Fifty, Kinross and Morris won 
two other races at Middleburg 
on the same card, as Extra 
Check took a $20,000 maiden 
claiming hurdle at two and an 
eighth miles and Miles Ahead 
captured a $20,000 open timber 
at three and a quarter miles. 

After reaching the high- 
class allowance level on the flat. 
Extra Check was purchased as 
a top jumping prospect in 2004 
but was injured while prepping 
for a spring 2005 start. Halting 
a 17-month break from the 
races, the 7-year-old Chequer 
gelding dipped into the claim¬ 
ing ranks ($30,000 tag) and 
used a strong stretch charge 
to defeat Defrocked by a half- 
length. 
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At Atlanta, Sarah Lyn 
Stables LLC's Quern Se Atreve 
(Brz) jumped two (maybe 
three) conditions to win the 
$75,000 Georgia Cup-NSA2 
over far more accomphshed 
foes. A maiden winner at the 
Carolina Cup two weeks earlier. 
Quern Se Atreve bypassed an 
allowance race and the Triple 
Crown series to take on open 
stakes horses. 

Ridden by Paddy Young, the 
6-year-old sped right to the front 
in the two-mile stakes and was 
never headed. He won the race 
with three solid fences down 
the long backstretch, mrning 
a short lead into a three-length 
advantage by the sweeping 
final turn. The closers couldn’t 
close, and Quern Se Atreve 
won by five and three-quarters 
lengths over Mixed Up, with 
Mauritania third. 

Purchased for Sarah Lyn 
as a potential Dubai World 
Cup horse (seriously) by Ken 
McPeek, Quern Se Atreve 
flopped as a flat runner despite 
numerous opportunities, before 
being switched to steeple chas¬ 
ing last year. He lost all three of 
his 2005 starts but is a perfect 
2-for-2 with $60,000 earned in 
2006. Dr. Carl Gessler, who 
operates Sarah Lyn with Danny 
Wigginton (Gessler’s wife is 
named Sarah, while Wigginton 
is married to Lyn), called stee¬ 
plechasing a blessing. 

“We tried everything on 
the flat, but it was terrible—he 
just didn’t run at all,” admit¬ 
ted Gessler, a cardiologist from 
Huntsville, Ala. “Ken threw his 
hands up in the air and said 
Y"ou want to call Jack Fisher 
and see if he can jump?’ ” 

Evidentiy, he can, though 
Quern Se Atreve’s success 
might have as much to do with 
his mental outlook as his physi¬ 
cal ability. 

“This horse has never 
enjoyed stuff, and he just looks 
like he’s having fun,” said Gess¬ 
ler of his first steeplechaser, 
“fhs ears are pricked up and 
he’s happy. It’s been a big 
surprise. Now he’s deciding, 
‘Maybe I can take the lead and 


win.’ We thought we’d totally 
lost him, so I guess he’s enjoy¬ 
ing being a race horse again.” 

Sarah Lyn owns 19 Thor¬ 
oughbreds, in training with 
Mark Hennig, Helen Pitts, 
McPeek—and now Fisher. 

“I love deahng with Jack; he’s 
class,” said Gessler. “You need 
to keep this sport going. This is 
too neat. Every function we’ve 
been to, the people have just 
been phenomenal to us. How 
many horses can I get into this? 
It’s too cool. Ken said we could 
send the horse to Jack and have 
fun, but we didn’t know we’d 
have this much fun.” 

In addition to Quern Se 
Atreve, Fisher won a $25,000 
maiden hurdle at Atlanta with 
Rare Bush for owner Sheila 
Williams (his mother-in-law). 
The 6-year-old son of Dyna- 
former hadn’t run in nearly 
two years but looked anything 
but rusty in the half-length 
tally over Fra Diavolo (Arg) 
for jockey Xavier Ai 2 puru. 
The WiUiams silks, Fisher and 


Ai 2 puru were back in the win¬ 
ner’s circle two races later when 
Thrumcap took over on the 
backstretch to win a $20,000 
filly/m are allowance hurdle. A 
4-year-old homebred daughter 
of Two Punch and the Smarten 
mare Smartest, Thrumcap out¬ 
ran favored Orchid Princess 
late to win by two and three- 
quarters lengths. 

Fisher completed the quin¬ 
tuple with a $25,000 allow¬ 
ance hurdle victory by Cohiba 
Stable’s Virginia-bred Mark the 
Shark (by Summer Squall) at 
Strawberry HiU (held in front 
of 25,000 people at Colonial 
Downs) and a win in the 
$25,000 My Lady’s Manor 
timber stakes by Brick’n Brew 
Stable’s Sham Aciss. The 8- 
year-old by Roy took over late 
and won by eight lengths for 
jockey Roger Horgan.

The Maryland timber season 
got underway with stakes scores 


by Sham Aciss in the Manor on 
April 15 and Askim (NZ) in 
the $30,000 Grand National on 
April 22 (see the July edition 
of Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred for 
complete reports, including the 
Maryland Hunt Cup). 

Mid-Adantic-breds were 
busy in the early stages of the 
season with wins by Miles 
Ahead, Tepee Tot, Deb’s

Mark the Shark and Secret 
Impression (Virginia); and 
Thrumcap (Maryland). 

Maryland-bred stakes horse 
Cherokeeinthehills returned to 
the winner’s circle in a $25,000 
allowance hurdle at Block 
House in Tryon, N.C., on April 
22. Owned and bred by Marilyn 
Ketts, Cherokeeinthehills 
placed in a Grade 1 stakes in 
2004, then suffered through an 
abbreviated 2005 season due 
to various ailments. Now 9, 
he could be on the verge of a 
big season for trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard. ^

New book offers 
simple, concise 
veterinary 
information 


H orsemen at all levels of 
the business have at least 
one common characteris¬ 
tic: They want to learn as much 
as possible about keeping their 
horses healthy and sound But 
books can leave them lost in 
technical jargon. 

Frustrated and eager to find 
an explanation for a horse’s 
particular problem, many 
horsemen turn to the Internet, 
which, in addition to being the 
world’s largest virtual hbrary, 
also can be its greatest source 
of misinformation. 

Nancy Loving, DVM, a 
world-renowned equine vet¬ 
erinarian and author, felt that 
a need existed for a concise, 
simple manual that would help 
horsemen to understand the 
physiology and biomechan¬ 
ics of the horse and how to 
manage their animals in order 
to achieve good health and 
optimum performance. So 
she wrote All Horse Systems Go: 
The Horse Owner^s Full-Color 
Veterinary Care and Conditioning 
Resource for Modern Performance, 
Sport and Pleasure Horses, 

‘Tt irks me when I see and 
hear misinformation being 
passed around the horse indus¬ 
try,” noted Loving. ‘T think it 
does a lot of damage to the 
horses—and it affects people’s 
pocketbooks unnecessarily.” 

Loving is best known in 
international horse circles as one 


of the veterinarians sanctioned 
by the Federation Equestre 
International, the organi 2 a- 
tion that oversees international 
horse competition other than 
racing, and as the team vet¬ 
erinarian for the United States 
Equestrian Federation’s nation¬ 
al endurance riding squad. A 
graduate of Colorado State 
University’s veterinary school. 
Loving previously has written 
three indispensable handbooks: 
Go the Distance: The Complete 
Resource for Endurance Horses; 
Conformation and Performance: 
A Guide for Buyers and Trainers; 
and Veterinary Manual for the 
Performance Horse. Additionally, 
Loving practices equine medi¬ 
cine and surgery at her own 
facility. Loving Equine Clinic, 
located in Boulder, Colo. 

All Horse Systems Go 
(Trafalgar Square, 632 pages, 
$65 hard cover/$45 paperback) 
lays a groundwork of basic, 
simple, good information, and 
then explains the results of up- 
to-date research and new treat¬ 
ment techniques. Plus it offers 
information in a way that can 
be useful for both casual and 
professional horsemen. 

Perusing the book’s table of 
contents, it is difficult to com¬ 
prehend how Loving packed 
so much essential information 
into 632 pages. She devotes 
chapters to cardiovascular, 
respiratory, neurological, diges¬ 


tive and reproductive health, 
while dealing elsewhere with 
hooves, bones, tendons, 
ligaments, muscles and skin. 
Lavishly illustrated, the book’s 
full-color photos make the text 
more comprehensible. 

Throughout, Loving explains 
how each particular body sys¬ 
tem or anatomical part func¬ 
tions, what can go wrong with 
it, what diagnostics or treat¬ 
ments are available, and how— 
if possible—to keep a horse 
from developing the problem. 

A hke to teach,” Loving 
explained, ‘‘and I feel my job 
as a veterinarian isn’t as well 
accomplished unless the horse 
owners participate in the heal¬ 
ing process. And if people 
understand what the objective 
is, then they can do a better job. 
So by putting this information 
down on paper, they have it 
right there in front of them.” 

In her practice Loving has 
experienced the time crunch 
imposed on most veterinarians, 
who must treat one horse and 
then quickly move on to the 
next case. Owners often reali 2 e 
later that they have questions 
that they did not think to ask 
the veterinarian while he or 
she was treating their horse; or 
the veterinarian, in hindsight, 
may wonder whether he or she 
explained the horse’s problem 
or situation well enough to the 
owner. 

“I just don’t have the time 
in my practice to explain every¬ 
thing in such detail,” Loving 
said. “So that is what the for¬ 
mat of this [book] is supposed 
to accomplish: It is all there for 
whoever wants to pick through 
it for their purposes—anybody, 
whether they are a veteran or a 
novice horse owner or some¬ 
one very interested in more 
technical information.” 

Readers who wish to delve 
more deeply into a subject can 
turn to the book’s extensive 
bibliography, which contains 
citations for approximately 250 
scientific works upon which 
information in All Horse Systems 
Go has been based. 


“What I tried to do is distill 
the scientific information in a 
format that people can read 
and understand so it is more 
practical and makes sense on 
the grassroots level, instead of 
putting in a lot of Latin termi¬ 
nology and scientific terminol¬ 
ogy that is so hard to read,” 
Loving said. 

Two sections appear to 
be unique to Loving’s book: 
transportation and behavior. 
Transportation stress has been 
shown to be a significant fac¬ 
tor in dampening performance 
and in depressing the horse’s 
immune system. Loving writes: 
“Besides being removed from 
his familiar environment and 
friends back on the farm, a 
travehng horse withstands a 
barrage of new and different 
stimuli. Environmental consid¬ 
erations that take their toll on 
a horse in the trailer or van 
during traveling include the fol¬ 
lowing: 

• Air quality 

• Ambient temperature 

• Ventilation 

• Head position 

• Noise 

• Vibration and oscillation 

• Body orientation.” 

In this section Loving dis¬ 
tills the latest scientific studies 
on transportation stress, some 
of which have found tradi¬ 
tional ways of hauhng to be 
detrimental to the horse, espe¬ 
cially tying the head short and 
providing a hay net at nostril 
level. Both practices expose 
the horse to factors that may 
cause potentially fatal pleuro¬ 
pneumonia. Particulates from 
the hay can lodge in and irri¬ 
tate the hning of the horse’s 
respiratory tract, while having 
the horse tied short prevents 
him from lowering his head to 
allow mucus to drain out of the 
respiratory tract. 

According to Loving, she 
felt that information on trans¬ 
portation stress was particular¬ 
ly important because all horse¬ 
men who use their horses will 
transport them at some point, 
whether they are trailering an 
animal to a casual trail ride or

local horse show, or they are 
shipping hundreds of miles to 
a competition. 

“Whether they travel within 
a 50-mile radius from their 
home or farther, all these horses 
are subject to some form of 
stress,’’ Loving said, “Some 
horses are very nervous in the 
trailer, some travel well, but 
they are still affected to some 
degree. So I thought [transpor¬ 
tation stress] was a very impor¬ 
tant component of basic 
health-care management.” 


As with humans, behavior 
can have a negative effect on a 
horse’s health, and vice versa. 
Loving’s book suggests some 
environmental factors that 
may cause a horse’s abnormal 
behavior, and then offers pos¬ 
sible solutions for rectifying 
that behavior. 

Elaborating, she noted that 
some conditions that own¬ 
ers perceive to be a veterinary 
problem may, instead, indi¬ 
cate a behavioral problem: 
“Specifically, I would say that 


for a lot of lamenesses,’ people 
want to point to some medi¬ 
cal or physical problem, and 
sometimes the horse isn’t really 
hurting so much as he is frus¬ 
trated.” 

Loving also suggested that 
horse owners look further than 
just a medical cause for gastric 
ulcers, because stress could be 
a significant factor. “When I’m 
called out to a farm or ranch,” 
she explained, “and I am out to 
look at a horse for ‘X’ problem, 
you wouldn’t beheve how many 


times it is a reflection of some 
behavioral problem as opposed 
to a medical or musculoskeletal 
problem. I think people have 
to reahze that not everything is 
solved by looking for a medi¬ 
cal answer. Sometimes it’s the 
environment or the way the 
horse is ridden or pasmremates 
or anything of that namre. 

“I ran into this with my own 
horse. He kept trying to throw 
me off for a couple of months 
when I first got him as a young 
horse. So I had to take him 
from a small paddock and mrn 
him out in a 500-acre pasmre, 
and he became a perfect citizen. 
So I learned the hard way. 

“It’s aU interactive, and you 
can’t separate out basic nature, 
behavior and evolutionary ten¬ 
dencies,” Loving continued, 
pointing out that all three are 
significant factors that need 
to be taken into consideration 
when designing a program for 
good horse management and 
care. 

All Horse Systems Go also 
offers a first aid guide, practical 
instruction on how properly to 
administer injections and other 
medications, reproduction strat¬ 
egies, and appendices on nor¬ 
mal physiological parameters, 
common drugs, toxic plants 
and acupuncture points. 

“I think the basic take-home 
message is that if you keep 
things simple and direct some 
structured care and manage¬ 
ment to horses as they are sup¬ 
posed to be—as they evolved 
and exist in the world—rather 
than modifying the entire feed¬ 
ing and athletics and expecta¬ 
tions schedule to fit our needs, 
[our horses] are going to be a 
lot healthier,” Loving said. “I’m 
trying to get people to recognize 
that they are horses, not sports 
cars, not a machine, not people. 
[Horsemen] have to recognize 
that horses have basic needs for 
their good health, and if these 
needs are met, the horses are 
much better in what they give 
you and how well they are.” ^

DOMINATE 
SUCCESSFUL 
LAUREL PARK 
MEET

T he 15-week Laurel Park 
winter meet concluded 
on April 15 with a strong 
upsurge in business. The luxuri¬ 
ant new turf course unveiled 
last fall saw action beginning 
on March 22—the first time 
ever that grass racing has been 
offered during a Laurel winter 
stand—and contributed to a 
near 24 percent rise in overall 
handle, compared to 2005. 

Divisional honors went 
to apprentice jockey Rosie 
Napravnik, trainer Scott Lake 
and owner Robert Cole Jn 
The stand rapidly turned into 
the Napravnik show, with the 
18-year-old phenom winning 
99 races, 43 more than runner- 
up Erick Rodrigue 2 , for her 
first title. Napravnik won the 
first two stakes of her career, 
including the Private Terms 
aboard Our Peak, plus scored 
victories in four races on four 
different cards, with her horses 
earning a total of $1,662,940. 

Lake put his iron fist on 
the trainer standings, winning 
58 races, 26 more than John 
Rigattieri. The veteran condi¬ 
tioner saddled three winners on 
six occasions and had 10 two- 
victory days. Dale Capuano (25 
wins), Howard Wolfendale (23) 
and Mike Trombetta (20) com¬ 
pleted the top five. 

Cole utilised three out of 
the top five trainers to collect 
the owner's tide; his stable won 
19 races, with Lake provid¬ 
ing 11, Wolfendale seven and 
Rigattieri one.

Lake continued his domi¬ 
nance at Pimlico, sending out 
four runners on April 23 and 
returning with four winners, 
none bigger than Ben MondeUo 
and Adam Russo's The Student 


(Arg). The 7-year-old son of 
Mutakddim, under Roberto 
Alvarado Jr., took the $75,000 
Hoover Stakes by three-quar¬ 
ters of a length in 1:10.04 for 
the six furlongs over a sur¬ 


face listed as ‘‘good." P. Kerney 
finished second, a length and 
three-quarters ahead of Gold 
Cluster. 

It was the 16th career vic¬ 
tory in 31 starts but the first 
stakes score for The Smdent. 
Lake won nine races from his 
first 15 starters at Pimlico to 
seize a commanding lead in the 
standings. 

It had been seven months 
since Sweet Talker took the 
Martha Washington Breeders' 
Cup Stakes at Laurel. A lot 
has changed for the 4-year- 
old daughter of Stormin 
Fever since that victory. Sweet 
Talker won the Grade 1 Queen 
Elizabeth II Challenge Cup 
at Keeneland in October and 
then went through the ring at 
Keeneland's November sale, 
bringing a final bid of $1.15 
million. 

Now owned by Courtlandt 
Farms and trained by Graham 
Motion, Sweet Talker returned 
to Laurel to take another 
added-money event; this time it 
was the $60,000 Dahha Stakes 
on closing day. Under jockey 
Ramon Dominguez, Sweet 
Talker tracked the pace before 
blitzing to a length and a half 
victory for her fifth career 
stakes win. She completed the 
one mile in 1:34.17 over firm 
turf, breaking the course record 
set last fall by Tune of Spirit by 
.09 seconds. 

Longshot Smart N Classy 
finished second, a half-length 
in front of Humoristic. The 
victory pushed Sweet Talker's 
career mark to eight for 14, 
with earnings of $718,723. 

Bushwood Stables, best 
_ known for 2004 Breeders' Cup 
g Turf-Gl winner Better Talk 
s Now, looks to have another 
^ promising grass horse— Inde¬ 
pendent George, who broke 
his maiden by four and a quar¬ 
ter lengths on April 15. Trained 
and ridden by the Better Talk 
Now/Sweet Talker team of 
Motion and Dominguez, Inde¬ 
pendent George completed the 
mile and a sixteenth in 1:40.88. 
Bushwood purchased the son 
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Trainer Mike Trombetta sent out three stakes winners during the Laurel 
winter meet, including Snow Goose Stakes heroine Princess Pelona.

Keeneland's 2005 April Two- 
Year-Olds in Training sale. 

Zohar Ben-Dov’s Kinross 
Farm and trainer Neil Morris 
are known for steeplechase 
success but they make frequent 
trips to Maryland tracks, usu¬ 
ally to educate young horses or 
to give jumpers proper preps 
before attempting the rigors 
of steeplechasing. On April 12, 
Morris shipped 2004 champion 
hurdles filly Gold Mitten north 
from his Virginia base to score 
in a $28,000 mrf allowance; she 
ran the mile and a sixteenth in 
1:43.42 under Joe Rocco Jr. 

^‘Fm trying to get her ready 
for the filly and mare stakes 
at Nashville [May 13],'’ noted 
Morris. ‘‘She was ninth turning 
for home [at Laurel] and then 
galloped past them in pretty 
much not a very aggressive 
ride. I said to Zohar, ‘She can 
probably win her next condi¬ 
tion [on the flat],’ and he said, ‘I 
just want to win a big race over 
the jumps.’ ” 

Which is fine by Morris, but 
with Gold Mitten, a Maryland- 
bred daughter of Waquoit, the 
flat game is certainly enticing. 

“I would think she could 
win a two-other-than [allow¬ 
ance], maybe in the fall before 
she runs over jumps,” Morris 
added. “If she was a flat fiUy, 
I would think she could get a 
piece of a state-bred stake; it 
would have to be going long 
and on the turf Winning on the 
flat makes you salivate; she only 
has to go around once, and I 
don’t have to ship 16 hours to 
get there.” 

Scott Lake built his empire 
on claiming races but he also 
wins stakes. The hottest train¬ 
er in Maryland during 2006 
took the $60,000 Primonetta 
Stakes at Laurel on April 8 
with McCarty Racing’s Flame 
of Love. 

The 6-year-old daughter of 
Not For Love, who also won 
Laurel’s What a Summer Stakes 
in January, galloped by eight 
lengths while covering the six 
furlongs over the sloppy going 


in 1:11.36. Jet Set Citi and 
Smoking Wise finished second 
and third, respectively, in the 
five-horse field. 

The race was decimated by 
scratches and injuries. Morning- 
hne favorite Trickle of Gold, 
multiple stakes winner Spirited 
Game and three outsiders 
scratched, while two horses, 
Mahbu Moonbeam (fracmred 
right hind) and Sun Sapphire 
(left medial sesamoid), were 
eased on the far mrn. 

Owner/trainer Tara Terrace 
won her first race of the year 
(from just three starts) on April 
7 when Ranata’s Gold took a 
$7,500 claimer. Based at Bowie, 
Terrace trained the 6-year-old 
daughter of Kuetch last year 
before rehnquishing her to 
George Parrish for a winter 
campaign atTampaBay Downs. 
Returned to Maryland, Ranata’s 
Gold won in her first start 
of the year for Terrace, taking 
the five and a half-furlong race 
by a length over AUahvi, who 
finished two lengths ahead of 
Sierra Crossing. 

Don Souder put up $15,000 
to claim Me Darlin Duke on 
March 31. Souder’s account 
didn’t stay dry for long when 
he wheeled back the son of 
In Case on April 7 to take 
a $27,440 allowance by 10% 
lengths under Chris Russell. Me 
Darlin Duke went the six fur¬ 
longs in 1:11.17. It was victory 
number four for the Maryland- 
bred who had been off for nine 
months when Souder signed 
the claim slip. 

Trainer Chester Moore Sr. 
won his first race of the year 
when Mega Moose scored in an 
April 6 allowance race. Owned 
by Bone Crusher Stables, the 
4-year-old Maryland-bred son 
of Crowd Pleaser sparked the 
infield hght bulbs, remrning 
$23.80 while completing the 
mile in 1:38.80 after setting 
every fraction. Eric Camacho 
rode the winner, who bested 
Tricky Wakeup by four and a 
quarter lengths. 

Apprentice jockey Grant 
Whitacre tallied his first career 


victory on April 6 when he 
guided Festy Eskimo to an 
upset victory in a $10,000 
claimer. A grandson of for¬ 
mer jockey Jesse Davidson and 
brother of Charles Town-based 
jockey Brandon Whitacre, the 
20-year-old broke through after 
50 career mounts. 

Trained by David Mohan, 
Festy Eskimo roared away by 
four and three-quarters lengths, 
completing seven furlongs in 
1:24.87. 

Brandon Whitacre won 
his first race at Laurel on 
November 19, 2003. 

Trainer Mike Trombetta con¬ 
tinued his productive year on 
April 1 when L. Pope McLean’s 
Princess Pelona garnered the 
$60,000 Snow Goose Stakes. 
The daughter of El Prado 


(Ire), under jockey Jose Cara¬ 
ballo, 2 ipped to the lead and 
streaked home to a three and 
a quarter-length win in 1:37.78. 
Trainer Dickie Small’s entry 
of Dynamic Deputy and Take 
a Check finished second and 
third, respectively. 

The victory was the fourth 
stakes win at the Laurel winter 
meeting for Trombetta, who also 
won a pair of stakes with Your 
Bluffing and the Miracle Wood 
with 3-year-old sensation Sweet- 
northerns aint. This past Nov¬ 
ember, Princess Pelona also 
won Laurel’s Stefanita Stakes. 

The upset of the meet 
occurred on March 25 when 
Twin Oaks Stable’s Our Peak, 
at 73.90-1, nailed Ah Day by a 
neck at the wire of the $85,000 
Private Terms Stakes. Under 
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PIMLICO’S OPENING SATURDAY SHINES DESPITE 
GRAY SKIES FOR SPRING FESTIVAL OF RACING 



A S the eight-horse field 
turned for home in the 
second race on opening 
Samrday at Pimlico, April 22, 
track announcer Dave Rod- 
man, slightly flummoxed by a 
fog that blanketed the strip, 
quipped, ^As they get on to the 
top of the stretch, PU open the 
window, and if anyone’s down 
at the eighth pole, just yell out a 
number—tell me who’s on the 
lead, I have no idea.” 

Rodman’s exasperation 
seemed perfectly justified under 
the circumstances. After inter¬ 
mittent overnight and morning 
rains had resulted in a soupy 
race track rated ‘‘sloppy,” a low- 
lying cloud enveloped Pimhco 
just before the first race, caus¬ 
ing Rodman to ad-Hb his way 
through the daily double. 

Hardly ideal conditions 
for the track’s annual Spring 
Festival of Racing, a day that 
featured a trio of $125,000 
events named for three of 
Maryland’s most prominent 
breeding farms—the Country 
Life Farm Stakes, Maryland 
StalHon Station Stakes and 
North view Stallion Station 
Stakes—^plus the mile and six¬ 
teenth, $150,000 Federico Tesio 
Stakes, traditionally a prep for 
the Preakness. (A fifth stakes, 
the Jim McKay Breeders’ Cup 
Handicap, was scrubbed this 
year when it drew only four 
entries.) But by the time the 
third race rolled around, the 
fog had dissipated sufficiently 
for Rodman to call the six-fur- 
long claimer without beseech¬ 
ing the crowd for assistance, 
and, despite gray skies, a rela¬ 
tive clarity prevailed for the 
remainder of the 11-race card. 

The Maryland Milhon and 
the Maryland-bred Fund equal¬ 


ly split the purse money for 
the three “hybrid” stakes, each 
restricted to Maryland-breds 
and/or Maryland Million-eligi¬ 
ble runners; horses nominated 
to both programs competed 
for the full $125,000, while 
those eligible for only one ran 
for $62,500. Additionally, each 
of the farms offered a comph- 
mentary staUion season to the 
breeder of the first and sec¬ 
ond finishers in their respective 
races. 

“It’s a day of celebration, 
allowing us to highlight our stal- 
hons and showcase Maryland 
racing,” noted Don Lit 2 , 
founder of Maryland StaUion 
Station, which donated seasons 


to freshman sires Fantasticat 
and St Averil. 

Josh Pons, manager of 
Country Life Farm, detects the 
potential for positive synergy in 
the concept; hence, his opera¬ 
tion’s decision to offer seasons 
to Parker’s Storm Cat and No 
Armistice. “The ripple effect 
of sponsoring a race is pretty 
exponential,” Pons explained. 
“I mean, [Echpse Award-win¬ 
ning trainer] Todd Pletcher is 
reading the condition book 
somewhere in New York, say¬ 
ing, ‘Hey, that Country Life 
Farm Stakes works for me.’ 
So it feeds into the last cou¬ 
ple [breeding] farms that are 
in Maryland that are trying to 


weather the economic chal¬ 
lenges that we have, raising 
awareness of them. 

“Rather than name a race 
for a dead horse, if you name 
something for a live entity, 
there’s Live energy foUowing it 
around. I can’t believe we didn’t 
do this 20 years ago.” 

Given his ability to para¬ 
chute into race tracks nation¬ 
wide and cherry-pick stakes 
events, no one doubts Todd 
Fletcher’s facility with a condi¬ 
tion book. This past December, 
he sent Runnin Cardinal Stable 
and C.E. Glasscock’s Some- 
thinaboutbetty to Laurel Park 
to take the one-mile Maryland 
Juvenile Filly Championship, 
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after which she finished a well- 
beaten sixth—and last—^in 
Gulfstream Park's Old Hat 
Stakes-G3 in early February. 

Back in Maryland, the 
daughter of Forestry opened 
up a two-length lead after a 
quarter-mile in the mile and a 
sixteenth Country Life Farm 
Stakes for 3-year-old filhes, 
maintained a safe advantage 
throughout most of the race, 
and then staved off a late chal¬ 
lenge by Crown You to win 
by three-quarters of a length 


in 1:46.13 under jockey Mike 
Lu22i. 

‘When we saw the rain," 
Fletcher assistant Caesar Este- 
vec said afterward, “we knew 
she would run well. She really 
Hkes the slop." 

Located in Frederick, Md., 
Glade Valley Farms—a part¬ 
nership consisting of perenni¬ 
ally successful breeders Howard 
and Sondra Bender, plus 
sundry Bender family mem¬ 
bers and others—bred Some- 
thinaboutbetty, a daughter of 


14-year-old Here Comes Betty 
(by Cox's Ridge). Glade Valley 
sold Somethinaboutbetty for 
$180,000 at Fasig-Tipton's Sara¬ 
toga Yearling sale in 2004, and 
the next year she brought a final 
bid of $300,000 from Runnin 
Cardinal (a partnership headed 
by University of Louisville bas¬ 
ketball coach Rick Pitino) and 
Glasscock at the Fasig-Tipton 
Florida Selected Two-Year- 
Olds in Training sale. 

Remarkably, Somethin¬ 
aboutbetty and runner-up 


Crown You are closely related. 
Somethinaboutbetty's grand- 
dam Betty Lobelia (by Assert- 
Ire) and Crown You's dam 
Crowned (by Chief's Crown) 
are graded stakes-winning half- 
sisters bred and raced by the 
late Allaire duPont. 

After watching Pagan 
Moon scoot home a length and 
a half in front of Rainbow 
Inthestorm in the six-furlong 
Maryland Stallion Stakes for 3- 
year-olds, trainer Jann Ander¬ 
son fairly glowed. “This is my 
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first stakes win and Fm very 
excited” said Anderson. ‘And 
Fm very pleased that the own¬ 
ers have been so patient with 
me. This horse needed a lot of 
patience to get him here.” 

Jockey Ryan Fogelsonger 
also showedpatience with Pagan 
Moon, throttiing back the son 
of Malibu Moon into a stalk¬ 
ing position behind pacesetter 
Rainbow Inthestorm, despite 
the fact that Pagan Moon broke 
on top. Fogelsonger waited 
until the top of the stretch 
before urging Pagan Moon to 
challenge the frontrunner, with 
the pair ultimately taking the 
lead at the sixteenth pole and 
cruising to victory in a time of 
1:11.74. 

The first foal from his dam. 
Pagan Love, the Maryland 
Million-nominated Pagan 
Moon, bred in West Virginia, 
was purchased privately by 
Bill Reightler, Don Reuwer 
and Brice Ridgely as a yearling 
from his breeder, Nancy Camp, 
who maintains a farm near 
Frederick, Md. Like Anderson, 
all three owners were celebrat¬ 
ing their initial stakes winner. 

“Although he's very ath¬ 
letic, he [Pagan Moon] need¬ 
ed a lot of time to develop,” 
Reightler said. “He was a pret¬ 


ty tricky horse to train and 
gallop.” Which accounts for 
the “patience” mentioned by 
Anderson. 

Pagan Love's second foal, 
a Valiant Namre colt named 
Vahant Love, turned 2 this year. 
Not bred in 2004, Pagan Love 
has a Parker's Storm Cat colt at 
her side and was bred back this 
spring to the West Virginia stal- 
hon CivQisation. 

In the mile and an eighth 
North view Stalhon Station 
Stakes for fillies and mares, 3- 
year-olds and up, the sponsor¬ 
ing farm donated seasons to its 
sires Partner's Hero and Pohsh 
Miner. Undaunted by the pres¬ 
ence of 2005 Maryland-bred 
older female champion Sihnaril 
and two-time stakes winner 
(and 11-10 favorite) Sticky in 
the field, the 5-year-old Plata 
shot to the lead, opened up by 
five lengths by the time she and 
jockey Mario Pino reached the 
stretch, and then held on to win 
by a length over the fast-closing 
Sticky in 1:52.13. Silmaril rallied 
to snag third. 

“We were worried about 
the mud,” admitted Katy Voss, 
Plata's trainer/co-owner, after 
the race. “I figured she could 
probably run on it, but I was 
more worried that she might

get hurt. She's had so many 
problems through the years. I 
finally decided that we needed 
to know whether she could 
handle an off track for future 
reference—and she can.” 

Voss owns the Maryland- 
bred daughter of Skip Away— 
Golden Envoy, by Dayjur, with 
Robert Manfuso and Twin 
Oaks Stable (nom de racing of 
Wayne Harrison). Twin Oaks 
bought Plata as a 2-year-old 
for 145,000 at the 2003 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic December 
Mixed sale, in which she was 
part of the dispersal of blood¬ 
stock owned by the Culhs 
family's Plane Tree Farm that 
also included her dam. Golden 
Envoy; in fact, Voss and 
Manfuso's Chanceland Farm 
served as Plane Tree's agent for 
the dispersal. 

“We'd had a lot of trouble 
with her [Plata],” Voss recalled, 
“but she was just starting to 
come around [prior to the sale], 
acting like she could really run. 
We were hustling everybody, 
and did such a good job that 
we had to pay $45,000 for her.” 
(Gerry Dilger's Dromoland 
Farm in Kenmcky obtained 
Golden Envoy, in foal to Silver 
Charm, for $28,000.) 


Raised with the TV set as a 
nurse maid, many baby boom¬ 
ers fondly recall the 1960s 
Bullwinkle Show, which, among 
other cartoon luminaries, fea¬ 
tured the time-traveling pair of 
the professorial Mr. Peabody (a 
dog in severe spectacles) and 
his youthful human sidekick, 
Sherman (clad in similar eye- 
wear), who ventured into the 
past via their Wayback Machine 
in order to set history straight. 

Witnesses to the 2006 Fed¬ 
erico Tesio Stakes may have felt 
as if they'd been transported 
via the Wayback Machine to 
1986—or, for that matter, to 
1976—^when stalwart Maryland 
trainers King T. Leatherbury 
(6,131 career victories through 
April 22/third all-time) and 
Grover G. Delp (3,654 career 
victories through April 22/tied 
for ninth all-time) sent out the 
first two finishers, respectively, 
in the nine-furlong race for 
3-year-olds. Leatherbury's Ah 
Day whipped Delp's Vegas 
Play by five and a half lengtiis, 
a flashback to the numerous 
one-two placings the trainers 
have exchanged over the past 
four decades. 

This Tesio constituted some¬ 
thing of a Leatherbury Inc. 
production: In addition to the 
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training affiliation, his K.T. 
Leatherbury Associates bred 
Ah Day, while his The Jim 
Stable owns the Malibu Moon 
gelding. Leatherbury left the 
riding to Ryan Fogelsonger. 

Ah Day chased early leader 
Kona Blend through a half- 
mile in :47.39 before assuming 
control of the pace as the 10- 
horse field entered the far turn, 
and then drew off to an easy 
score. Vegas Play, co-champion 
Maryland-bred 2-year-old of 
2005, finished six and a half 
lengths ahead of third-place 
Putonyerdancinshu 2 . Final time 
for Ah Day’s first effort beyond 
a mile was 1:50.88. 

Despite victories by Ah 
Day in the Horatius Stakes on 
March 4 and an allowance on 
April 12 (both at Laurel Park), 
Leatherbury confessed after 
the Tesio that he doubted his 
runner’s chances going into the 
race. ‘‘I wasn’t confident today, 
because he was coming back so 
quick, coming off a big effort 
and not having enough rest 
and having to go a mile and an 
eighth,” noted the trainer. ‘T 
never really thought this was a 
good ‘off-track’ horse, but he 
obviously handled it very well. 
He’s a much better horse than 
Malibu Moonshine.” 

That last remark references 
the colt Leatherbury trained to 
win the 2005 Tesio (yet another 
Wayback Machine moment), 
who returned a month later to 
finish eighth in Afleet Alex’s 
Preakness. Given that Ah Day 
had not been nominated to this 
year’s Preakness (and to supple¬ 
ment him would cost $100,000), 
Leatherbury pooh-poohed 
any thoughts of retracing that 
route with his gelding, float¬ 
ing instead a different possibil¬ 
ity: ‘T did feel if we had a big 
showing today, the time frame 
for the Sir Barton [Stakes—for 
3-year-olds, scheduled for the 
Preakness undercard] would be 
perfect.”

ASCENDENCY 
AT DELAWARE

n April 22 the 2006 
Delaware Park meet¬ 
ing picked up where it 
left off when the race track 
closed out its 2005 stand on 
November 13—^with jockey 
Ramon Dominguez winning 
a clutch of races. Dominguez, 
Delaware’s leading rider in 
2005 with 188 victories, took 
this season’s opener—a $5,000 
claimer at six furlongs—with 
C D and G Stable’s Bartolo, 
the 1-2 favorite in a field of 
five. Later in the card, the rider 
snared the fifth race aboard 
Puglisi Stables’s former stakes 
campaigner Private Lap in a 
$25,000 claimer at one mile, 
and then guided Hello Liberty 
to a three and a half-length 
score in the six-furlong $75,000 


Peach Blossom Stakes for 3- 
year-old fillies. 

Trained by Larry Jones, who 
co-owns the Forest Camp fiUy 
with John Ferris, Mike Reilly 
and David Gamble, Hello 
Liberty tracked pacesetter 
Lady of Summer and stalker 
Celestial Legend until the top 
of the stretch, where she took 
command, winning in 1:10.62 
over a sealed, sloppy strip. 
Amandatude rallied to finish 
second, a neck ahead of Lady 
of Summer. Celestial Legend, 
the 1-2 favorite, faded to fifth 
(and last) in the short field. 

In six career starts through 
April 22, Hello Liberty has 
won three races, with a pair of 
seconds and a third, for earn¬ 
ings of $108,754. 

The following afternoon, 
with the racing surface now 
rated “wet fast,” L. Pope 
McLean’s 6-year-old Princess 
Pelona disposed of seven 
rivals in the mile and a six¬ 
teenth Winter Melody Stakes 
for filHes and mares. Ridden 
by Jose Caraballo and trained 
by Mike Trombetta, Princess 
Pelona chased Dance Fee until 
the eighth pole, at which point 
she surged to the lead to win 
by three-quarters of a length 
in 1:43.24. Dance Fee lasted 
for second, three-quarters of 


a length in front of a late-run¬ 
ning Friel’s for Real. 

A daughter of El Prado 
(Ire), the ultra-consistent Prin¬ 
cess Pelona now has 10 victo¬ 
ries in 30 starts, with seven sec¬ 
onds and a third; her bankroll 
stands at $354,255. 

On April 25, the speedy 
5-year-old Pisgah rocketed to 
a six-length score in a $46,000 
allowance/optional claimer, 
scorching Delaware’s now fast 
strip in 1:07.92 for six furlongs 
with jockey Roberto Alvarado 
Jr. That effort obliterated the 
existing track record of 1:08.20 
set by Damitrius in September 
1980. Left in Pisgah’s wake 
were multiple stakes winners 
Tour of the Cat, Forest Park 
and Distinctive Trick. 

Owned by Tavner Dunlap 
and trained by Scott Lake, 
Pisgah (by Good and Tough) 
apparently loves running at 
Delaware, where he now has 
won three of nine starts, with 
four seconds and a third. In 
fact, in July 2005 at Delaware, 
he blazed six furlongs in 1:09, 
earning a (up until that point) 
career-best Beyer speed figure 
of 108. 

Delaware’s schedule called 
for Saturday-to-Tuesday racing 
through June 6, when the track 
adds Wednesdays. ^ 



APPRENTICE 
JOCKEYS MOVE 
TO THE FORE AT 
PHILADELPHIA 
PARK

T WO apprentices won the 
first races of their careers 
in recent months at Phila¬ 
delphia Park, and will prob¬ 
ably never forget the shower 
of water, shaving cream and 
baby powder they received at 
the door to the jockeys’ room 
afterward. Apprentice Nelson 
Calo got his first winner aboard 


the Bill and Lynda GaUagher- 
owned Diamond Cutter in the 
second race on March 25 in 
a performance that suggested 
he was a seasoned journey¬ 
man rather than a bug boy. 
The gelding was left standing 
flat-footed at the break of the 
five and a half-furlong dash, 
spotting the field about three 
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lengths, with track announcer 
Keith Jones noting ‘‘early trou¬ 
ble for Diamond Cutter” 
Undeterred, Calo kept his 
mount on the rail, and after a 
half-mile had moved him back 
into contention, sitting about 





two lengths off the leaders. 
Calo had a handful of horse 
and, as the field swung out of 
the turn and into the stretch, 
the pair moved off the fence, 
and Diamond Cutter exploded 
to catch the frontrunners. He 



drew away on the outside under 
Calo’s right-handed urging to 
score by three lengths, with 
Jones yelling “and how good 
was Diamond Cutter today?” 

Veteran agent A1 Delappe, 
who is handling Calo’s book. 


said that the native of Puerto 
Rico is a hard worker in the 
morning and very willing to 
learn. 

On April 23, apprentice 
Manuel A. Rosario was given 
a leg up by trainer Alfredo 
(Freddy) Vela 2 que 2 on his 
Tampa Bay Downs import. 
Riled Again, in the third race. 
All Rosario had to do was point 
the daughter of Wild Again 
toward the finish line on the 
muddy surface, as the pair took 
the lead from the start and 
waltzed home as much the best 
by nearly seven lengths in the 
five and a half-furlong claim¬ 
ing race. It couldn't have been 
an easier first victory for the 
young rider. 

Another apprentice who 
turned heads at Philadelphia 
Park in April was Angel 
Rodriguez, 19, who hails from 
Santurce, Puerto Rico, the same

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town that produced Hall of 
Fame rider Angel Cordero Jr. 
On April 18, Rodriguez booted 
home a four-bagger, winning 
the first, third, sixth and tenth 
races. 

Rodriguez’s family took 
him to Puerto Rico’s El Com- 
mandante race track when he 
was small, and he immediately 
became hooked on horses. 
“I always said when I grow 
up I want to be a jockey,” he 
recalled.

The number ‘‘3” proved 
significant for jockey Frankie 
Pennington from April 4 
through April 10, as the Texas 
native booted home consecu¬ 
tive triples on April 4, 8, 9 and 
10, following up with a solo 
score on April 11, for a total of 
13 winners in five days. 

The victory spree helped cat¬ 
apult Pennington into the role 
of leading rider at Philadelphia 
Park. As of April 23, he had 80 
victories from 348 starters, one 
more than Harry Vega, who 
had led the standings for most 
of the year. 

In a similar vein, Ihsh-born 
jockey Joanne McDaid rode 
her first-ever triple on April 
15, piloting the winners of the 
fifth, sixth and seventh races. 
McDaid won aboard Artesia 
for trainer Bill Hedus; Jet Away 
Jane for trainer Thomas Miller; 
and High Value Target for train¬ 
er Don Reeder. It was the best 
single riding day for McDaid 
since she lost her apprentice 
allowance earher this year. 


Trainer Cynthia Reese always 
felt that He’s My Pal, a 3-year- 
old son of Devil’s Bag—^My 
New Pal, by Saratoga Six, had 
the potential to be a top-notch 
runner. Yet it took four starts 
and plenty of patience before 
the colt, a half-brother to stakes 
winners Forever Farmers and 
Pal’s Parmer, showed his true 
ability in breaking his maiden 
in a $24,150 allowance race on 
April 3, under jockey Freddy 
Castillo. 

Reese entered He’s My Pal 
in the mile and 70-yard allow¬ 
ance, skipping the usual maiden 
special weight step for winless 
horses. In his most recent effort 
prior to the April 3 allowance. 
He’s My Pal had run extremely 
well in his first attempt at two 
mrns. 

Not surprisingly, the betting 
public dismissed He’s My Pal at 
14-1, but the colt had fhe last 
laugh when he romped home 
by five and a half lengths in 
1:43.15. 

Danny DmongeUi’s graded 
stakes winner Banjo Picker 
was looking for his second win 
in three 2006 outings for train¬ 
er Steve Krebs and jockey Tara 
Hemmings in a $29,337 allow¬ 
ance on April 2. Track stewards, 
however, denied the gelding a 
hard-fought neck victory after 
they decided that he drifted 
too far into the path of rival 
Who’s Bluffing in midstretch, 
placing Penn National invader 
Nittany Express first while 


disqualifying Banjo Picker to 
third position. Who’s Bluffing 
was advanced from third to 
second. 

Trained by Todd Beattie and 
owned by Green Eyed Stable, 
Nittany Express is a gelded 5- 
year-old Pennsylvania-bred son 
of Quarry. He was ridden by 
Harry Vega. Time for seven 
furlongs was 1:22.33. 

A half-brother to stakes- 
placed Imprints in Gold, Nittany 


Express has now won seven of 
21 races, including PhiUy Park’s 
2005 Iroquois Handicap, for 
earnings of $160,274. 

A hefty impost of 129 
pounds couldn’t stop Out- 
cashem from breaking the six- 
year-old track record for five 
and a half furlongs when he 
won a $20,000 starter handicap 
on April 11 under jockey Jose 
Flores. Conceding from 11 to 
16 pounds to his six rivals.

Trick, trained by Scott Lake, 
led all the way as the heavy 2-5 
choice, reeling off fractions of 
:2L61, :44.32 and :56.25, and 
then crossing the wire seven 
and a half lengths in front of 
Moonshadow Gold in 1:02.63. 


The old track record of 1:02.65 
was set by Saint Verre in 2000. 

For Outcashem, the win 
represented his 10th from his 
past 11 starts, and he earned 
$12,000 for owner Robert L. 
Cole Jr., boosting his hfetime 
earnings to $275,201. 


Back in the early 1990s, 
trainer Bob Seeger handled the 
stakes-winning Tri for the Gold, 
who became one of the most 
popular horses at Philadelphia 
Park, earning $282,760 before 
his retirement. That runner’s 
dam, Manhattan Gold, has 


proven to be a rock-soHd pro¬ 
ducer for Seeger. In addition to 
Tri for the Gold, she also has 
foaled stakes winner Golden 
Lake ($192,117) and stakes- 
placed runners Manhattan Vice 
($130,720) and Chasmanhattan 
($51,149). All 13 of her foals 
of racing age had won. 

On April 17, Pioneering 
Gal became Manhattan Gold’s 
14th winner, as she broke her 
maiden in a $23,550 special 
weight at six and a half fur¬ 
longs, drawing clear under 
jockey David MeUo to post a 
two and three-quarter-length 
victory. Pioneering Gal (by 
Pioneering) was bred in Penn¬ 
sylvania by Seeger’s wife, 
Roberta, and earned $15,000, 
boosting her career earnings 
from three starts to $21,200. %

HOME AT PENN 
NATIONAL

A ll Souped Up, a 5-year- 
old son of Alphabet 
Soup, won his fourth race 
from six 2006 starts, scoring a 
frontrunning victory in a one 
mile, 70-yard, $5,000 claimer 
on April 5. Peter Sosa Jr., cur¬ 
rently the fourth leading hder 
at Penn National, was aboard 
for trainer Stephanie Beattie. 
The victory made All Souped 
Up 2006's winningest horse at 
Penn National through April 
24. 

Sosa, 28, is a native of 
Catarina, Puerto Rico, a town 
near San Juan. He learned to 
ride at a jockey school in his 
homeland and broke his maid¬ 


en in his first attempt at El 
Commandante in 1996. 

Soon after, Sosa decided to 
relocate to the United States, 
losing his ‘Uug'’ in New York 
before moving his tack to 
Maryland and then to New 
England and, finally, to Penn 
National three years ago. 

“My business is great at 
Penn National, and I really 
enjoy riding here and hving in 
the area,’’ said Sosa, who took 
advantage of the hve racing 
hiams at the Grantville track 
from April 9 through April 26 
to take his family to Disney 
World in Florida. “Some train¬ 
ers who have really helped me 
a lot and put me on many 
winners are Bruce Kravets and 
Stephanie Beattie. Pm working 
hard both in the morning and 
at night to do the best I can.” 

Of AH Souped Up, Sosa 
said, “He’s a very, very nice 
horse with a big heart. He’s fun 
to ride.” 

Former jockey Justin 
Kravets, son of Bruce Kravets, 
is handling Sosa’s book. 

Sudden Windfall, a 3-year- 
old son of Catienus, upset six 
rivals in winning a $14,560 maid¬ 


en special weight on March 31 
by six and a half lengths under 
jockey Edwin Perez. Owned by 
Gama Racing Stable, Sudden 
Windfall is trained by Robert 
Wolfe Jr. 

The colt was never far 
behind leader Haldy in the early 
stages of the one-mile race, 
then made his move on the 
far turn to assume control and 
won as Perez pleased, timed 
in 1:39.49 for the distance. He 
returned a $28 mumel. The 
Fhnt Stites-trained Haldy held 
on to finish second, six and a 
half lengths in front of third- 
place Getaway Car. 

Always dangerous when he 
ships in from his Fair Hill base, 
trainer Marty Ciresa shpped 
one past Penn National handi- 
cappers on March 30 when 
Gene Pantalone’s Super Eight 
Track prevailed in a $18,032 
allowance/optional claiming 
event at odds of nearly 11-1 
under Philadelphia Park-based 
jockey Todd Glasser. 

The 4-year-old Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred son of Crypto Star 
led aU the way in the mile test, 
just hanging on to defeat even- 
money choice Two Sparks by a

TAKES 

CHARLES TOWN 
RACE WITH 
ANOTHER GRAY 
3-YEAR-OLD

T wenty-seven years after 
they sent out Spectacular 
Bid to win the Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness—and, just 
as famously, lose the Belmont 
Stakes—the trio of father/ 
son owners Harry and Tom 
Meyerhoff and their trainer, 
Grover (Bud) Delp, executed 
a near-perfect, two-pronged 
surgical strike at Charles Town 
on April 19. That evening their 
3-year-old gelding Tactical 
Brush effortlessly annexed a 
$32,000, mile and a sixteenth 
allowance race for non-winners 
of three hfetime, drawing away 
through the stretch to vaporize 
six overmatched rivals by seven 
and a half lengths in 1:47.69. 


Like “Bid,” Tactical Brush 
(Tactical Cat—Dynamic Broad, 
by Broad Brush) is gray/roan, 
but the similarities between the 
pair likely end with their color¬ 
ing. “He’s a good allowance 
horse,” Harry Meyerhoff noted 
realistically, “maybe [capable of 
winning] a small stakes.” 

Picking up his father’s 
thread, Tom Meyerhoff added, 
“At best, he’s that. He’ll prob¬ 
ably run for a high claiming 
price next time. It was a pretty 
weak field [that he beat].” Still, 
the Meyerhoffs were grateful to 
snag what Tom termed a “big 
purse,” recouping a significant 
chunk of the $85,000 they paid 
for Tactical Brush at the 2004 


head at the wire. The final time 
was 1:38.92. 

Ciresa, stabled at Philadel¬ 
phia Park for the past several 
years, moved to Fair Hill earher 
this season. 

One race after Super Eight 
Track’s victory, Renpher Stable’s 
Salsa Music romped to an 
eight and three-quarter-length 
tally in a $17,170 allowance for 
fillies and mares at six furlongs. 
With Carlos Nieto in the sad¬ 
dle, the 3-year-old Maryland- 
bred daughter of Salt Lake led 
at every call and was never chal¬ 
lenged, as she stopped the tele¬ 
timer in 1:11.56. Salsa Music is 
trained by Lester Stickler Jr. 

When John Chamatsos’s 
Bright Star Busted got up 
in the final strides to win the 
ninth event on April 8, he put 
his name in the record books 
as the last horse to win before 
a crowd in the original Penn 
National grands tand, which was 
built in 1972. The grandstand 
was scheduled to be demol¬ 
ished to make way for the new 
Hollywood Casino, which 
win house both slot machines 
and racing fans. ^ 


Keeneland September Yearling 
sale. The Charles Town tally 
marked the gelding’s third 
win in eight lifetime outings, 
and elevated his earnings to 
$57,075. 

Back when Spectacular Bid 
reeled off 26 wins in 30 starts 
over a three-season span, utter¬ 
ly dominating the sport in 1980 
when he went undefeated to 
be named Horse of the Year, 
the Meyerhoffs—Harry, Tom, 
and Harry’s wife at the time, 
Teresa—raced their horses 
under the aegis of Hawksworth 
Farm. These days, the father/ 
son combo operates as a lim¬ 
ited partnership, joined by 
Harry’s wife, Mary Jo, plus

Tom’s brother Jack and their 
sister Karen Sweet. 

The Meyerhoff/Delp forces 
returned two races later on the 
April 19 card to finish sec¬ 
ond in a $4,000 claimer at a 
mile and an eighth with Dingle 
Bay, beaten three and a quar¬ 
ter lengths by Everest Stables 
Inc.’s 4-year-old Ransom C.B., 
trained by Tim Tullock Jr. 

Owner Spartan Stable LLC 
and trainer Ernest Haynes 
swept the daily double on April 
12 when Onebidtoomuch ran 
off by five and a half lengths in 
the evening’s opener, a maiden 
$15,000 claimer at four and a 
half furlongs, followed by La 
Quinita’s length and a quar¬ 
ter score in the second race, a 
$4,000 claimer for fillies and 
mares contested at six and a 
half furlongs. Together, the 
Spartan/Haynes runners gen¬ 
erated a $92.40 daily double. 

One of the nation’s winning- 
est—and fastest—race horses, 
Robert L. Cole Jr.’s 5-year-old 
gelding Outcashem, reassert¬ 
ed his claim as the boss of the 
track’s sprint division on April 
22 when he obliterated four 
hapless foes by 1314 lengths to 
take a $34,000 allowance at four 
and a half furlongs. His final 
time of :50.71 just missed the 
track record (:50.36). Trained by 
Scott Lake, Outcashem strung 
together eight straight victories 
this past year, four coming at 
Charles Town—the HBPA City 
of Charles Town Handicap and 
HBPA Dash, plus triumphs in 
two high-priced claimers. 

Eleven days prior to his 
most recent Charles Town 
romp, Outcashem estabhshed 
a new track record of 1:02.63 
for five and a half furlongs 
at Philadelphia Park, echpsing 
the existing mark, set in 2000, 
by a scant two-hundredths 
of a second. As of April 22, 
Outcashem had won 14 of 25 
starts, with three seconds and a 
third, while banking $296,281. 

The derelict vestiges of 
Shenandoah Downs, the 
long-defunct, five-furlong race 
track located across the road 


from Charles Town, are in the 
process of being torn down 
and hauled away. 

Opened May 1, 1959, Shen¬ 
andoah Downs hosted the 
Mid-Adantic’s first nighttime 
Thoroughbred racing while 
serving as a venue for West 
Virginia’s former premier fea¬ 
ture, the Tri-State Fumrity, from 
1962 through 1975 (excepting 
1967, when the event was held 
at Charles Town). Shenandoah 
remained operational until 
1975, and then was shut¬ 
tered for two years, reopening 
briefly for several days in late 
December 1977 and a January- 
through-June meeting the fol¬ 
lowing year. Closed afterward, 
Shenandoah served as a sta¬ 
bling facility and training track 
for Charles Town-based horses 
until 2005. 

‘‘When everything gets 
cleaned up over there [Shenan¬ 
doah], we’re just going to plant 
grass and have a good-looking 
place for right now,” explained 
Roger Ramey, Charles Town’s 
vice-president of pubhc affairs, 
who added that owner Penn 
National Gaming Inc. had no 
plans to develop the 200-plus- 
acre property. According to 
Ramey, the state Department 
of Environmental Protection 
required Penn National Gaming 
to demohsh and clean up the 
abandoned facility. ^

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BOOK REVIEWS 



The Great Match Race: 
When North Met South 
in America’s First Sports 
Spectacle, John Eisenberg. 
Houghton Mifflin, New York, 
NY. 2006. 272 pp. $25, hard¬ 
cover. 

John Eisenberg’s The Great 
Match Race is a dihgently 
researched tale of the 1823 
match race between Echpse 
and Henry on Long Island in 
New York. The significance 
of this event seems to have 
several layers. Northern inter¬ 
ests owned Eclipse, arguably 
the best known race horse 
of the era; Southern princi¬ 
pals had purchased Henry in 
hopes of defeating Echpse, 
who had already beaten a 
string of Southern challeng¬ 
ers in previous match races. 
The Northerners were eager 
to promote the contest’s site— 
the burgeoning Union Course 
race track—while Southerners 
wanted their pride restored. 

By far the most compelhng 
business in this book is the 
study of the early 19th century 
Thoroughbred. Echpse, for 
example, did not begin racing 
until the age of 4; his first start 
took place in a three-mile race 
at an illegally run horse meet 
in Newmarket, also on Long 
Island. His match race with 
the 4-year-old Henry occurred 
when Echpse was 9, and the 
contest consisted of three 
heats, each longer than three 
miles. It’s marvelous, unearthly 


smff, the material from which 
equine myths are created. 
It’s wonderful to beheve that 
Thoroughbreds could once do 
so much running. 

Eisenberg—a sports colum¬ 
nist for The Sun in Baltimore 
who has previously written 
books on Native Dancer and 
Lil E. Tee—does his best work 
when he focuses on equine 
history. There is an excellent 
study of Diomed, a sire who 
could be found in the pedigrees 
of Echpse and several of the 
Southern-based heroes he even- 
mally defeated. Additionally, 
Eisenberg’s portraits of Echpse 
and Henry are meticulous and 
vivid. When the horses take 
center stage. The Great Match 
Race has a strong pulse. 

But the book also has prob¬ 
lems, notably its suffocating 
North versus South angle. We 
are reminded of it constantly. 
The growing wariness between 
the regions is, of course, histor¬ 
ically significant. But the writer 
has given away too much of 
the spothght here. The horse¬ 
men involved with this story 
seem to be mere silhouettes, 
and despite aU of Eisenberg’s 
laudable research, their person- 
ahties remain rather flat on the 
page. 

Perhaps the real issue is the 
author’s dubious suggestion 
that the desires of the men 
who owned Eclipse and Henry 
—Cornehus Van Ranst and 
Wilham Ransom Johnson, 
respectively—somehow reflect¬ 
ed the inner angst of a nation 
that would eventually find itself 
torn apart. Eisenberg portrays 
both owners as proud, wealthy, 
intelhgent businessmen who 
raced their horses for money 
and bragging rights; if there 
was something else at stake, it 
eluded this reader. It is also a 
considerable stretch to posit, as 
Eisenberg does, that the aging 
Echpse ^‘represented the 
North’s evolving industrial 
machine.” 

The Echpse/Henry match 
race served as a catalyst to 
bring considerable attention to 
the sport of horse racing, but 


the race itself, the importance 
of it, is more a reflection of the 
pitfalls of regional pride than 
anything else. Pride is what led 
some Southerners to beheve 
they could not lose the Civil 
War. But pride did not cause 
the Civil War. /Andy Plattner

How THE Horse Has 
Shaped Civilizations 

J. Edward Chamberlin 



Horse: How the Horse 
Has Shaped Civilizations, 
J. Edward Chamberhn. Blue- 
Bridge, New York, N.Y 2006. 
288 pp, illus. $24.95, hardcover. 

J. Edward Chamberhn’s 
Horse: How the Horse Has Shaped 
Cmli:(ations is a refreshingly 
original and erudite look at 
how the horse has affected our 
world. Chamberhn, a profes¬ 
sor of Enghsh and comparative 
hterature at the University of 
Toronto, displays a comprehen¬ 
sive knowledge of the subject 
while writing in a style that is at 
times poetic. 

“Horses have had more 
influence on the rise and fall 
of civihzations than any other 
factor, including the weather,” 
Chamberhn contends. Horses 
enabled people to move across 
the land, bringing them togeth¬ 
er and separating them. Great 
migrations would not have been 
possible on the scale they took 
place without horses. Horses 
helped “hack and hew the land¬ 
scape,” creating agricultural 
systems that allowed for the 
building of cities. 

And, of course, horses were 
key to warfare. In the begin¬ 
ning, Chamberhn writes, “If 


you had horses, you won. End 
of story.” Conquerors from 
Alexander to Genghis Khan 
to the Spanish conquistadors 
could not have achieved what 
they did without horses. The 
recorded history of the mih- 
tary use of horses begins in 
1469 B.C. with Egyptian chari¬ 
oteers attacking aUies of the 
Hyksos at Megiddo in present- 
day Syria. Curiously, one of the 
last uses of cavalry occurred in 
a World War I battle between 
British and Turkish forces, also 
at Megiddo. 

Chamberhn also examines 
the effect horses have had on 
our imagination, from prehis¬ 
toric cave paintings in France 
to great horse culmres such as 
that of the Kazaks in central 
Asia, who have 62 words alone 
for various bay shades. Horses 
hold major roles in the mythol¬ 
ogies of cultures around the 
world, including serving as the 
last word (hteraUy) in The Iliad, 
the beginning of our hterature: 
“Thus held they funeral for 
Hector, tamer of horses.” 

Although Horse touches only 
briefly on racing, it’s amusing 
to read that ancient Rome had 
its doping scandals, and that 
North America’s Blackfoot 
Indians hked to set up a small, 
unhkely looking horse in races 
against seemingly more impres¬ 
sive competitors. 

But none of this gives 
the book sufficient credit. 
Chamberhn’s account is sui 
generis, at times lyrical and 
dreamy as it ranges over thou¬ 
sands of years and across con¬ 
tinents. It’s a very personal 
chronicle of what horses mean, 
written by an author who 
knows his subject thoroughly. 
Horse: How the Horse Has Shaped 
Cmlic^tions '\^ unique, entertain¬ 
ing and highly recommended.

Champions: The Lives, 
Times, and Past Perform¬ 
ances of America’s Greatest 
Thoroughbreds, various 
authors. Daily Racing Form 
Press, New York, N.Y. 2005. 
464 pp, illus. $50, hardcover. 
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First published in 2000, 
Champions presents a concise, 
decade-by-decade examination 
of 20 th cenmry Thoroughbred 
racing in the U.S. (the ini¬ 
tial chapter covers the 1890s 
through the 1920s) via thumb¬ 
nail accounts of the exploits 
of the sport's most promi¬ 
nent horses, accompanied 
by separate sections devoted 
exclusively to the hfetime past 
performance records for each 
era’s outstanding runners. This 
new edition appends a short 
chapter about racing from 2000 
through 2004, plus adds Beyer 
speed figures to the PPs of 
horses who’ve raced from 1992 
forward. 

Although each writer—with 
one exception, names famil¬ 
iar to regular readers of Daily 
Racing Form —strives to pro¬ 
vide some context for his/her 
time period, the format sel¬ 
dom deviates from recount¬ 
ing the story of Thoroughbred 
racing via a ‘‘great horses” 
approach, much the same way 
that school textbooks once 
explained humankind’s history 
by emphasizing generals and 
statesmen—or how one might 
study American cinema by 
examining only Oscar winners. 
Fine. The book never purports 
to offer an exhaustive, detailed 
history of the sport. 

Defined by this episodic 
motif, each chapter bounds 
from horse to horse, briefly 
chronicling his or her accom- 
phshments, and, in the process, 
annoyingly creating a blurred 
traffic jam of equine names—a 


sort of a race horse telephone 
directory. 

The 1890s-1920s section 
breezes through racing’s earh- 
est stars—Roseben, Sysonby, 
the mare Pan Zareta, and, of 
course, Man o’ War—^while 
pointing out that some of them 
ran 80, 100 or 150 times (Pan 
Zareta, for example, won 76 of 
her 151 starts). 

Next comes the decade that 
followed the Great Depression, 
a time when the nation’s aris¬ 
tocracy and captains of indus¬ 
try dominated the game with 
Equipoise, Discovery and War 
Admiral, while Seabiscuit reso¬ 
nated as a working-class hero. 

The headlong dash contin¬ 
ues through the 1940s with its 
quartet of Triple Crown win¬ 
ners: Count Fleet, Whirlaway, 
Citation and Assault, plus 
handicap stalwart Stymie. 
The 1950s: Nashua vs. Swaps, 
Native Dancer’s extraordinary 
career and the talented Bold 
Ruler/*Gallant Man/Round 
Table/Iron Liege 3-year-old 
crop of 1957. The 1960s: 
durable, five-time Horse of 
the Year Kelso; Buckpasser’s 
remarkable three-year run; 
Damascus; and Dr. Fager’s 
world record for a mile. The 
1970s: an embarrassing array of 
talent, including a trio of Triple 
Crown winners—Secretariat, 
Seattle Slew, Affirmed—^plus 
the equally formidable Ruffian 
and Forego. The 1980s: John 
Henry’s populist appeal, unde¬ 
feated filly Personal Ensign and 
the Easy Goer/Sunday Silence 
rivalry. On to the 1990s—Holy 
BuU, Skip Away and, natu¬ 
rally, Cigar—and the current 
decade’s Triple Crown near- 
misses of War Emblem, Funny 
Cide and Smarty Jones. 

Depending on the particular 
writer, the text ranges from 
incisive to barbed to flowery to 
boilerplate. Especially engaging 
is David Grening’s account of 
racing during the 1940s, laced 
with fascinating tidbits about 
how the sport responded to— 
and was affected by—World 
War II. 


While copiously illustrated 
with pleasing color and black- 
and-white photographs of the 
various champions in action, 
more illustrative of the race 
horse’s innate power, speed and 
endurance are the past perfor¬ 
mances sections, which pos¬ 
sess the ability both to shock 
(Exterminator’s 50 victories in 
100 starts) and awe (Ruffian 
leading at the call of every 
post in each of her races). 
Ultimately, these compact sta¬ 
tistical histories often better 
convey a runner’s namre than 
any text. /Michael Yockel 



The Foaling Primer, 
Cynthia McFarland. Storey Pub¬ 
lishing, North Adams, Mass., 
2005.160 pp, iUus. $19.95, soft- 
cover. 

Cynthia McFarland’s The 
Foaling Primer is the equine ver¬ 
sion of What to Expect When 
YouPe Expecting and What to 
Expect the First Year. Just as 
those books carried human 
moms through nine months of 
gestation and then the first year 
of raising baby, respectively, 
with step-by-step instructions. 
The Foaling Primer takes brood¬ 
mare owners through those 
same procedures. 

Particularly for a first-time 
breeder/owner, this book 
serves as an excellent resource. 
Well organized, it offers criti¬ 
cal information via boxes and 
checklists. The chapter “Record 
Keeping” provides space for 
the horse owner to enter aU 
necessary information, from 
breeding through weaning— 


sort of a baby book for horses, 
complete with a page on which 
to insert a photograph. 

One useful checklist 
addresses foahng supphes; 
another, the “First-Day Check¬ 
list,” is paired with “What’s 
Normal, What’s Not” boxes 
for both foal and mare. 

Meanwhile, red flags are 
used to highlight information 
that indicates emergency sima- 
tions or when a vet is needed. 

McFarland also offers 
simple yet solid advice when 
it comes to raising the foal 
during his first year. She cov¬ 
ers everything from vaccina¬ 
tions to weaning to training to 
lead, load and tie. A two-page 
guide to vaccinations for foals 
and weanlings is particularly 
helpful for breeders who five 
in remote locations where an 
equine specialist may not be 
readily available. 

The Foaling Primer guides 
owners on nutrition, notably 
the proper feeding of both 
mare and foal. It also discuss¬ 
es methods of weaning and 
how to make that procedure 
as safe as possible. Gelding is 
explained in detail, with draw¬ 
ings illustrating the process. 
From deworming the foal to 
helping him accept a bath to 
teaching him to move away 
from pressure, this book is 
chock-full of information.

WAY WEST (FR) 
SUCCUMBS TO 
LAMINITIS 



W ay West (Fr), one of 
the most popular stal¬ 
lions to stand in West 
Virginia since his arrival at 
O’Sullivan Farms in Charles 
Town in 2004, was euthanized 
on March 26 after suffering 
from laminitis. The son of 
Gone West was 16. 

‘‘He had battled for weeks, 
and at times was better,” said 
O’SulHvan Farms owner Randy 
Funkhouser. “But when he 
started to suffer, we had no 
choice. He just couldn’t beat it. 

“He had such a wonderful 
temperament, a very pleasing 
personality,” continued Funk¬ 
houser. “It was very sad to lose 
him.” 

Way West moved to West 
Virginia after standing in Flor¬ 
ida for eight seasons. From his 
first seven crops of racing age. 
Way West has been represented 
by nine stakes horses, led by the 
very classy Western Pride, an 
earner of $1,289,929 who won 
four graded races, including the 


Grade 2 Ohio Derby. Western 
Pride set a new track record in 
winning the West Virginia 
Derby at Mountaineer Park, 
and his three graded stakes 
placings included seconds in 
the Santa Anita Handicap-Gl 
and Pimlico Special-G1. 

Way West is also the sire of 
graded stakes winners Flame- 
throwintexan, a $490,562-earn¬ 
er out of the Citidancer mare 
Willalady who captured four 
stakes, including the Grade 3 
British Columbia Derby; and 
Puerto Rican Grade 1 winner 
Tropical Way. 

The leading stallion in West 
Virginia by number of winners 
and wins in 2004, Way West 
has progeny earnings of more 
than $7 million, with average 
earnings per starter of $36,567. 
He has sired 123 winners from 
192 starters and has 31 current 
2-year-olds. 

In his two seasons at stud 
at O’Sullivan Farms, Way West 
covered a total of 122 mares. 


His first West Virginia-sired 
foals reach the races in 2007. 
Owned by a syndicate man¬ 
aged by Bonnie Heath Farm, 
he did not cover any mares 
this year. 

Out of group winner Green¬ 
way (Fr), a daughter of the 
Round Table staUion Targo- 
wice. Way West campaigned 
exclusively in his native country 
of France, making 18 starts over 
four seasons while accounting 
for three victories, including 
the Prix Servanne at six fur¬ 
longs on the turf He placed in 
six stakes, four in group com¬ 
pany, and retired with career 
earnings of $125,574. 

Way West’s family has 
been extremely productive on 


an international level, led by 
his half-sisters Gerbera and 
Greenvera. 

Greenvera produced Eng- 
hsh/Irish champion Royal 
Rebel, a two-time winner of the 
Group 1 Gold Cup Stakes. She 
is also the granddam of Oaks 
d’ltaha-Gl winner Guadalupe 
(Ger). 

Gerberais the dam of stakes 
winner Renashaan, who in turn 
produced two French classic- 
placed runners: the multimil¬ 
lionaire Alexander Goldrun, a 
Group 1 winner in England, 
Ireland, France and Hong 
Kong; and French Group 3 
winner Medecis (GB). 


FIRST FOR 
STRIKE ADDUCE 
WALTZES HOME 


T he four and a quarter- 
length victory by 3-year- 
old filly Valley Dancer at 
Charles Town on March 24 
marked the first win for an off¬ 
spring of Strike Adduce, a son 
of Kentucky Derby winner 
Strike the Gold who stands at 
Piece of the Rock Farm in 
Harpers Ferry, WVa. 


The West Virginia-bred 
Valley Dancer, owned by her 
breeder, Marcia Bealer, and 
trained by Ronald Wilt, stalked 
the pace in the seven-furlong 
maiden race before rallying 
four-wide around the turn and 
drawing off over her nine rivals. 
The fiUy is the first foal out of 
her stakes-placed dam. Painted 


HoUy, a daughter of Weshaam, 
and is from the first crop of 
Strike Adduce. 

Campaigned for five seasons 
until the age of 6, Strike Adduce 
made a total of 78 starts and 
won or placed 17 times, earning 
$78,435 while racing primarily 
at Charles Town. Elaine Hagy 
took charge of the chesmut 
stallion at the conclusion of his 
racing career. 

A half-brother to Group 3- 
placed Capo Speranza, Strike 
Adduce is out of the Alleged 
mare Adduce. His second dam. 
Good Thought (by On-and- 
On), also produced stakes win¬ 


ners Stancharry ($313,850, San 
Fehpe H-G2, etc.) and Up to 
Juliet ($220,660, Santa Ana H, 
2nd Gamely S-G2, etc.). 

Strike Adduce’s stakes-win- 
ning third dam. Good Blood, is 
the dam of champion 2-year- 
old and sire Barbizon and suc¬ 
cessful handicap horse Hillsbor¬ 
ough.

M ultiple stakes winner 
Select Session got his 
first winner when the 
4-year-old filly Alex Angela 
snatched victory in the final 
strides in a maiden special 
weight at Charles Town on 
April 13. After pressing the 
pace in the four and a half-fur- 
long race that attracted 10 start¬ 
ers, Alex Angela got up to win 
by a neck. 

Bred in Virginia by Chris 
Digregorio, and trained by John 
S. Smith, Alex Angela races for 
Digregorio’s wife, Ethelene, 
under the name of Ethelene 
Hayes and Associates Inc. The 
fiUy, out of Texas Flower (by 
Highland Park), is one of two 
foals from Select Session’s test 
crop of 2002. 

Digregorio owns Select 
Session and stands the 14-year- 
old stallion for private contract 
at Little E Farm in Shenandoah 
Junction, W.Va., an opera¬ 
tion launched by Digregorio 
in 2002.

B Calumet Farm’s homebred 
Fabius rated just off the pace 
in the 81st Preakness Stakes, 
then took the lead on the final 
mrn and held off Kentucky 
Derby victor Needles to win by 
a length and three-quarters for 
trainer Jimmy Jones and jockey 
Bill Hartack. 

Fabius was the fifth Preak¬ 
ness winner for Calumet Farm, 
which had previously won 
the middle jewel of the Triple 
Crown with Whirlaway (1941), 
Pensive (1944), Faultless (1947) 
and Citation (1948). Citation, 
standing at Calumet, sired 
Fabius in his first crop. 

B The Black-Eyed Susan 
Stakes, filly counterpart to the 
Preakness, also felt the power¬ 
ful impact of Calumet Farm 
runners as Princess Turia 
joined her half-sister Real 
Dehght (1952) in the Hneup of 
winners, an honor shared by 
Calumet’s Twilight Tear (1944) 
and Wistflil (1949). 

Princess Turia (^Heliopolis — 
Blue Delight, bj Blue Larkspur) 
later made history as the dam of 
1968 Kentucky Deriy/Preakness 
winner Forward Pass. 

B The American Trainers 
Association awarded a gold 
hfetime membership button to 
trainer James (Sunny Jim) Fitz¬ 
simmons at Pimlico, coinciding 
with the inaugural running of 
the track’s Mr. Fitz Handicap. 

B Joyce Bachner, a 27-year- 
old exercise rider for Maryland 
trainer Bob Cremen, gained 
her third victory in the Powder 
Puff Preakness, a five-furlong 
exhibition race for women rid¬ 
ers. Married to Martin Bachner, 
a groom who also worked for 
Cremen, Joyce Bachner owned 
her winning mount. Adage; 
she had taken the Powder Puff 
Preakness in 1947 and 1948 
aboard Audible. 

The Bachners, both of whom 
have had long careers as owners and 
trainers, remain in the racing busi¬ 
ness today at Charles Town.

As second choice in the 21- 
horse field in the Derby, Plea¬ 
sant Colony (His Majesty— 
Sun Colony, by Sunrise Flight) 
held off Woodchopper by 
three-quarters of a length; he 
returned as the 3-2 favorite 
in the Preakness to score by a 


length over frontrunning Bold 
Ego (above). John Campo 
trained the winner, who was 
ridden by Jorge Velasquez in 
both races. 

Up until Pleasant Colony 
finished fifth behind Lord 
Avie in the Grade 1 Florida 
Derby in mid-February, he was 
conditioned by Marylander 
P. O’Donnell Lee, who dis¬ 
patched him to victory in 
the Remsen Stakes at 2. ‘‘He 
fLee] did a good job with him 
[Pleasant Colony],” the bois¬ 
terous Campo said after the 
Preakness. “I’m no magician. 
What could I do to change a 
horse around in eight weeks? I 
got him at the right time, that’s 


all. And I didn’t make no mis¬ 
takes with him.” 

Pleasant Colony, who earlier that 
season won the WoodMemorial-GI, 
finished a close second to Summing 
in the Belmont Stakes and was voted 
champion 3-year-old male. He came 
back at 4 and added the Woodward 
Stakes-GI, concluding his career 
with earnings of $965,383 from 
14 starts. Among the nation's had¬ 
ing sires, he was retired in 2000 
to Blue Ridge Farm in Virginia, 
where he died in 2002.

Farm in Chesapeake City. 

Tom Bowman, a renowned 
veterinarian specializing in 
equine reproduction, co¬ 
founded Northview Stallion 
Station and serves as its gener¬ 
al manager. 


Chris Bowman has an in¬ 
tegral role in their breeding 
operation, supervising the 
day-to-day activities at Dance 
Forth. More than 50 mares 
were expected to foal at Dance 
Forth in 2006, about 30 owned

Stable. They bought her at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic De¬ 
cember Mixed sale as a year¬ 
ling for $5,500. 

Bred in Kentucky by Thom¬ 
as Mellon Evans, Cherokee 
Wonder (out of the Restless 
Native mare Bravo Native) 
proved an exceptional runner 
as a stakes winner of $284,005, 
and her talent obviously 
passed on to her offspring. 

Her first foal was the 1999 
Chimes Band filly Runnin 
Wonder, who placed in stakes. 
Cherokee's Boy (by Citidanc- 
er), a foal of 2000, carried the 
family to new heights. Named 
Maryland-bred champion 2- 
year-old of 2002 after winning 


or placing in six stakes, Cher¬ 
okee's Boy has been a stakes 
winner every year since. 
Counted among his 12 career 
stakes wins were five last year, 
including the Grade 3 Salvator 
Mile. 

Cherokee's Boy was the 
unanimous choice as 2005 
Maryland-bred horse of the 
year and champion older 
horse. Now 6, Cherokee's Boy 
has amassed $969,886 in earn¬ 
ings and is gearing up for an¬ 
other campaign. 

Cherokee Wonder had 
just delivered a full brother 
to Cherokee's Boy when she 
colicked; attempts to save the 
foal were unsuccessful. ^

Before moving to Murmur 
Farm for the 2004 season, Lou¬ 


is Quatorze, who retired from 
racing as a multiple graded 
earner of $2,054,434, stood 
in Kentucky, and sired large 
crops in his first five years at 
stud. Those crops included 10 
stakes winners in 2005, led by 
the U.S. stakes winners Choc¬ 
taw Nation, Good Student 
(Arg), Louis Leggs and Papua. 
The other six stakes winners 
raced in South America. 

He is represented this sea¬ 
son by Grade 1 winner Bush- 
fire. 

Louis Quatorze has had 
an average book size of 83 
mares in his first two seasons 
in Maryland. He stands for 
$6,000 live foal. ^

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PHILADELPHIA PARK, PENN NATIONAL 
PREPARING FOR SLOTS 


In anticipation of conditional licenses 
to conduct slot machine gaming, both 
Philadelphia Park and Penn National have 
begun major construction projects to 
facilitate their new endeavors. 

Both tracks have made formal 
appearances before the Pennsylvania 
Gaming Control Board in conjunction 
with their slot license applications. In the 
absence of any substantial objections to 
both presentations, conditional licenses 
are expected to be granted as early as 
September. 

At Philadelphia Park, most of the 
grandstand's first floor will be closed 
immediately after the Belmont Stakes in 
June, and work will begin to prepare that 
area as a temporary slots facility. By then, 
the third floor of the grandstand will re¬ 
open with full restaurant service and will 
be available for those patrons normally 
occupying the ground floor. 

When completed, there will be space for 
approximately 1,500 slot machines. Once 
the temporary facility is finished, work will 
begin in earnest on a permanent facility 
that will encompass nearly 350,000 square 
feet. Construction is expected to take 14 


months, and that facility will hopefully be 
open before the end of 2007. 

Penn National shut down its racing 
program for two weeks in mid-April, and 
during that time razed its 30-year-old 
grandstand. The move is the first step 
toward construction of a new racino 
complex that will incorporate slots and 
race track operations under one roof. 

Penn National has no current plans 
to operate in a temporary facility, and 
construction is not expected to be 
completed on the new building until late 
2007, at the earliest. 

Mountaineer Gaming, holder of Penn¬ 
sylvania's third Thoroughbred license, 
has commenced preliminary site work 
at Presque Isle Downs in Erie, while 
continuing with the local approval 
process there. Company representatives 
have indicated the possibility of a late 
2007 opening in the event no significant 
construction and/or regulatory delays are 
encountered.

Santanna is a past president of the 
Pennsylvania Division of HBPA, and as the 
current president of 100% Purses, is pursuing 
Pennsylvania's final Thoroughbred license to 
be utilized at Freedom Park, a racing facility 
proposed for the Allentown area. 

REGAL HEIR FARM CONTINUING 

In the immediate aftermath of a tragic 
helicopter crash that took the lives of two of its 
owners. Regal Heir Farm in Grantville hopes to 
continue as one of the state's leading stallion 
and breeding farms. 

Co-owners Dennis Madonna and J. Bradley 
Jones, who had purchased the farm last year 
and had expanded its holdings in recent 
months, died as a result of a helicopter 
accident on April 20. A farm spokesman 
indicated the farm will continue to serve its 
clients both as a foaling station and breeding 
center. 

Regal Heir is home to several of Pennsylvania's 
top stallions, including Real Quiet, Siphon 
(Brz), Mazel Trick, Banker's Gold, Patton and 
Caller I. D. 


ABBOTT RE-APPOINTED TO STATE 
HORSE RACING COMMISSION 

At the request of Governor Ed Rendell, Richard 
D. Abbott has been approved by the Senate for 
another three-year term on the Pennsylvania 
State Horse Racing Commission. A member of 
the commission since 1996, Abbott, with his 
wife Dixie, operates Charlton Bloodstock from 
their farm in Cochranville. 

Abbott is a graduate of Princeton University, 
and holds a law degree from Villanova 
University. As a former PH BA president, he 
brings to the Commission a familiarity with 
the state's breeding industry. He sits on the PA 
Breeding Fund Advisory Committee, which is 
responsible to the full commission on all Fund 
matters. 

FIRST SMARTY JONES PA-BRED FOAL 

Six weeks after being hammered down for 
$950,000 at the Keeneland January sale, 
the multiple graded stakes-winning mare 
Solvig dropped the first Pennsylvania-bred by 
champion Smarty Jones. The mare and foal 
belong to Pennsylvania State Horse Racing 
Commission chairman F. Eugene Dixon Jr.'s 
Erdenheim Farm. 

Pennsylvania-bred Smarty Jones captured the 
imagination of America's racing public while 
attempting to become the first undefeated 
Triple Crown winner since Seattle Slew in 
2004, but came up a length short in the 
Belmont Stakes, his last career start. His 
popularity has continued off the track, and the 
willingness of buyers to vie for mares in foal 
to him has been the highlight of the sales.

Poulson elevated and advanced racing in Virginia 



Anne Poulson received commendations from Virginia Governor 
Mark Warner (right) and state Senator Kenneth Stolle. 


W hen Anne D.W. Poulson 
resigned from the Virginia 
Racing Commission (VRC) in 
mid-April, she closed an extraor¬ 
dinary chapter in her career. In 
her remarks following her resig¬ 
nation, Poulson noted that new 
opportunities were waiting, and 
that, among other things, she 
would now be able to race her 
Hare Forest Farm homebreds at 
Colonial Downs, something that 
was prohibited while she served 
on state racings regulatory body. 

“Her extraordinary expertise 
notwithstanding, 1 simply don’t 
know of another person with the 
passion, energy and determination 
of Anne Poulson,” said Virginia 
Thoroughbred Association (VTA) 
executive director Glenn Petty. 
“She has been a staunch ally and 
advocate, and we will all miss her 
and her tireless efforts tremen¬ 
dously.” 

Her terms on the commis¬ 
sion (during which she served 
two years as chairman), and prior 
to that as president of the VTA, 
placed her at the forefront of 
both change and success for 
the commonwealth’s fledgling 
horse racing industry. Poulson 
was appointed to the VRC by 
Republican Governor Jim Gil¬ 
more, and when she departed she 
was the only holdover from that 
era. Democratic Governor Mark 
Warner filled all the other seats 
on the VRC except Poulson’s. 

Poulson first made her mark 
on the Virginia racing scene dur¬ 
ing the late 1990s when, as presi¬ 
dent of the state’s breeders’ asso¬ 
ciation, she created the Virginia 
Racing Task Force. At the time. 
Colonial Downs was struggling 
after several early meets that failed 
to meet financial expectations. 
The track was burdened by nega¬ 


tive public relations and myriad 
financial problems. To make mat¬ 
ters worse, all of the stakehold¬ 
ers—horsemen, breeders, the rac¬ 
ing commission and the race 
track—were at odds over how to 
resolve the major issues. 

Poulson sought consensus and 
implemented a plan to bring 
the industry’s leaders together, 
whether they liked it or not. 
Through her trademark deter¬ 
mination, Poulson brought every 
major player to the table, and the 
blueprint was hammered out for 
both the long-term success of 
Colonial Downs and the positive 
relationships that still exist today. 

In her departing remarks, 
Poulson summed up her philoso¬ 
phy and goals: “1 have worked as 
a member and as chairman of 
the commission toward budd¬ 
ing a coalition of partners in 
the horse industry and expanding 
the economic impact and suc¬ 
cess of horse racing and breeding 
in Virginia. Consensus-budding 
has been my platform since my 
days as president of the VTA and 
as chair of the task force. 1 am 
proud to say that, as a result of 
these cooperative efforts over the 
past decade, Virginia has become 
one of the most admired racing 


jurisdictions in the country. The 
type of cooperation displayed 
in Virginia between horsemen, 
management, track ownership 
and regulators is a rarity in our 
fragmented industry, and we are a 
model state in many ways.” 

In her various capacities with 
the VRC and the VTA, Poulson 
can be credited with playing 
a major role in the develop¬ 
ment and implementation of the 
Thoroughbred racing task force 
plan that moved the Colonial 
Downs race meet to summer, 
created a turf niche for Colonial 
Downs in the national racing 
scene, raised purses and elevated 
the quality of the meet—aU of 
which have played a critical role 
in the ongoing success of the 
New Kent County track. 

In addition, Poulson was 
instrumental in the building of 
a stronger relationship with the 
Virginia legislature and Governor 
Warner’s administration. These 
efforts not only raised the visibili¬ 
ty of the industry as an important 
agribusiness and economic con¬ 
tributor to the state, but also led 
to the successful expansion of the 
OTB network that Virginia rac¬ 
ing relies on for the overwhelm¬ 


ing majority of purse money and 
breeders’ fund dollars. 

On the legislative front, Poul¬ 
son also led the charge to secure 
enabling legislation for tele¬ 
phone wagering. With a regula¬ 
tory emphasis on “source market 
fees” that guarantees that tele¬ 
phone wagering companies are 
required to pay Virginia’s horse¬ 
men and Colonial Downs their 
fair share of wagers placed in 
Virginia by Virginians, Poulson 
played a major role in creating 
model regulations for this rapidly 
expanding and critically impor¬ 
tant wagering platform. 

Since Colonial Downs was 
new during her VTA and VRC 
terms, how the race track and 
the sport were marketed to new 
fans was always a priority for 
Poulson. As VRC chairman, she 
was responsible for the creation 
of a marketing and promo¬ 
tion task force and subsequent 
marketing committee that are 
charged with reinvesting com¬ 
mission funds in the industry. 
This new task force is already 
working to raise the visibility 
of horse racing and breeding in 
the state, thereby encouraging 
more economic development in 
the commonwealth through the 
growth of the industry. “We have 
such a great product to sell to 
the public,” said Poulson. “Proper 
marketing is a critical element 
for future significant growth, and 
the industry should never lose 
sight of that.” 

A lawyer by profession, Poul¬ 
son also led an era marked by the 
development of landmark con¬ 
tracts between horsemen (both 
Thoroughbred and Standardbred) 
and track ownership that dem¬ 
onstrate an unparalleled level of 
cooperation and understanding. 
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Charles Town to offer 
66 stakes this season 


acing secretary Doug Lamp 
has rolled back the curtain 
on his 2006 stakes schedule 
for Charles Town Races and 

Slots. 

"I would like to establish a solid 
stakes program for the horsemen, 
especially one which would cater 
to our large crowds on Saturday 
evenings," Lamp explained."This is 
a revolutionary period for us at the 
Charles Town Races and Slots. We 
have just completed the installation 
of a state-of-the-art tote system; 
we're in the process of repiacing 
an antiquated infield tote board; 
and we have closed the old 
Shenandoah Downs facility. 

"My staff is poised to accept 
the challenge as we move toward 
a new era. I would like to thank 
iongtime assistant racing secretary 
Duane Sowers for his tireiess efforts. 


and wish him weii in his future 
endeavors. His repiacement, Mike 
Elliot, has big shoes to fiii, but he is the 
right man for the job. 

"This stakes scheduie is a 
collaborative enterprise between 
CTHBPA (ChariesTown Horsemen's 
Benevoient and Protective 
Association) interim president 
Randy Funkhouser and me. The 
interface between horsemen 
and management features 
comprehensive exposure for the 
facility, whiie at the same time 
establishing a restrictive-starts clause 
to protect local horsemen." 

Five-time ChariesTown ieading 
trainer Ronney Brown reacted to 
the stakes program with enthusiasm, 
noting it,"has the proper mix of races 
that will attract a broader selection 
of customers. The signature race of 
the year, the Charies Town Dash, is 


back. I must compliment Randy and 
Doug.They have created a model 
for success."
